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THE CHOCTAW BILL PASSED 


JAY GOULD GIVEN THE RIGHT TO 
BUILD A NEW RAILWAY. 

THE SENATE IGNORES THE CLAIMS OF THE 
INDIANS—MR. INGALLS STURDILY OP- 
POSES THE MEASURE—BUSINESS THAT 
WILL COME UP TO-DAY. 

Wasurineron, April 18.—By a vote of 81 
to 13 the Senate to-day passed the bill grant- 
ing a right of way for a railroad and tele- 
graph line through the lands of the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw Nations of Indians to the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad Company. 
This bill has been under consideration in com- 
mittee and in the Senate since Dec, 5, and has 
been repeatedly discussed in the newspapers, 
first as an undertaking opposed by Jay Gould, 
and in the recent discussions as a Legislative 
act which promises to set aside the past policy 
pf the Government toward the Indians in the 
Indian Territory. As first introduced, the 
bill proposed to ratify an act passed by the 
Choctaw General Council granting the desired 
rightof way. Delegations who claimed to 
represent the Choctaws and  Chicka- 
saws appeared to protest against the 
Act, saying that the consent of the 
tribes had not been regularly obtained. 
The conflicting interests of two _ sets 
of capitalists having been harmonized, the bill, 
after it had been recommitted for further con- 
sideration, was reported back in the form of a 
substitute, ignoring the original title, which 
recognized the existence of the Choctaws and 
the fact that their consent was deerned neces- 
sary. Thenew bill simply granted the right 
of way without other reference to the rights of 
the Choctaws and Chickasaws than that by 
which they were awarded a sum for the occu- 
pation of their lands by the railroad company. 
The right of Congress to ignore the treaty ob- 
ligations of the Government in thus ceding In- 
dian lands has been sturdily opposed by sev- 
eral Senators, while others have just as posi- 
tively insisted that Congress possesses and 
pught to exercise a sovereign power over lands 
in the Territeries, regardless of any treaty 
with the Indians as natives. 

When the debate was resumed to-day upon 
Mr. Ingalls’s amendment proposing that the 
act should not become effective until the con- 
sent of the joint Council of the Choctaws and 


Chickasaws had been obtained to the building 
of the railroad, Mr. Williams ridiculed the 
proposition. He had no sort of patience with 
the idea, and rather inelegantly characterized 
the proposition to consult the wishes of the In- 
fians in the matter as being “ all poppycock.” 
Mr. Ingalls, who has conducted the opposi- 
tion to the bill, said that the advocates 
of the measure had darkened the Council with 
words without wisdom, and were like the 
cuttle-fish, clouding the seas with a gloomy 
pmission in which to elude pursuers. Review- 
Ing his previous arguments, he insisted that 
the Government could not honorably or justly, 
whether it had the power to do so or not, dis- 
regard a treaty with Indians not barbarous 
by which it had been solemnly agreed that 
lands in the Territory should not be taken 
without the consent of the tribe. He could 
show, he said, by the attorneys of 
the St. Louis and San_ Francisco and 
the Chicago, Texas and Mexican Central 
Railroads, that they believed that when 
grants were made for two lines of railway 
through the Territory the right of the Govern- 
ment to make such grants had been exhaust- 
ed, and that they had no right whatever to 
puter upon those lands. The President and 
the Secretary of the Interior had concurred in 
this belief, and had pointed out the necessity of 
pbtaining the consent of the Indians. before 
& grant could be made. Then he spoke ef the 
rourse of the Interior Department in sending 
an agent to the Indian Territory to secure con- 
tessions as having been extraordinary, be- 
tause the Government officer had been in- 
Rtructed to make these efforts at the expense 
of the interested railroad company while he 
was drawing his salary for the position he 
held in Washington although absent from his 
ost. 

‘ It was later in the afternoon when the 
speech-making was exhausted, and Mr. Ingalls’s 
amendment was put to a vote and lost, 15 
Benators voting yea and30voting nay. All 
pf the 15 were Republicans except Messrs. Da- 
vis, of Illinois, and Jackson, of Tennessee. 
An amendment offered by Mr. Plumb, pro- 
viding that if the General Councils of the 
Choctaws and Chickasaws, or either of them, 
shall, within 60 days after the passage of the 
act, dissent from the allowance provided for 
the taking of their lands and certify their 
dissent.to the Secretary of the Interior, then 
the compensation for the dissenting tribe shall 
be determined by a board of three disinter- 
ested Referees, as provided by section 3 for 
the determination of compensation, except that 
one of the appraisers shall be appointed by the 
Council of the dissenting tribe. This amend- 
ment was agreed to. Inthe Senate the com- 
mittee amendments were approved, and sev- 
eral verbal corrections of slight importance 
were made. On the passage of the bill the 
vote was 31 to 13. All those who voted in the 
negative were Republicans —o Messrs. 
Groome, of Maryland; Jones, of Florida, and 
Davis, of Illinois. 

When the bill was introduced in the Senate 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Road was in- 
dependent of Jay Gould and C. P. Hunting- 
ton. Therefore, the proposed road was re- 
garded as one that would compete against 
Gould’s monopoly of the lines of communica- 
tion from St. Louis to Texas. But while it 
was in committee Gould and Huntington 
gained control ef the St. Louis and San Fran- 
risco Company, so that the road, if built, will 
bea part of the Gould system in the South- 
west. The bill contains a provision, however. 
which will allow the Chicago, Texas and 
Mexican Central Company to build a road 
over the line if the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Company should negleet to do so. 

Mr. Saunders, who has been seeking an op- 
portunity for weeks to have considered a bill 
establishing an Assay Office at Omaha, at an 
expense not to exceed $10,000, induced the 
Senate to take up the bill and pass it, Mr. 
Beck alone making temporary opposition to 
the proposition. The Senate took up the Mis- 
sissippi River Improvement bill, which will be 
laid before the body to-morrow as the unfin- 
jshed business. Among other matters prom- 
ised for to-morrow is a speech from Mr. Voor- 
hees on his resolution in regard to American 
subjects imprisoned in Ireland. Mr. 
Plumb gave notice that he would call up 
the old Five Per Cent. bill. This bill proposes 
to give to the States 5 per cent. of the value, 
nt $1 25 per acre, of the public land in them 
by military scrip and land warrants. It was 
the subject of.a three weeks’ debate in the Sen- 
ate two years ago, when it was sturdily mf 

osed by Mr. Edmunds, who succeeded in kill- 
ng it. Mr. Garland also gave notice of his in- 
tention to demand early consideration of bis 
bill establishing courts of appeal, a measure 
designed to relieve the Supreme Court of much 
of the business that now goes to it for adjudi- 
cation.

- ¢ REPUBLICAN CONVENTION RULES. 
‘A MEETING OF THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE 
TO BE HELD. 

WasHinaton, April 13.—The controversy 
¢vhich arose in the Republican National Con- 
vention at Chicago caused the National Com- 
mittee to bé directed to prescribe, within 12 
months, rules to govern the selection of dele- 
gates for the Convention to be held in 1884. The 
rommittee thereupon invited the submission 
of plans and suggestions, and several plans 
were proposed, which were published in THz 
Trores last Winter. Some of these plans were 
submitted at a meeting held in this city a year 
ego last March. A plan proposed by William 
—. Chandler and Edward McPherson provided 
that the Convention should consist of four del- 
pgates at large from each State and two dele- 

from each Congressional district, with 
pn additional delegate at large for each 
Republican Senator, and an additional 
district delegate for each Republican 
Hepresentative. to be chosen af non 


ular conventions in such manner as the 
Republicans of each State might determine, 
with the proviso that the delegates of each 
poy iterate district should be the choice of 
the Republicans ot that district in a convention 
held in that district for that purpose, This 
plan also provided that conventions for the 
election of delegates should be held at least one 
month before the National‘Convention. Ne- 
tices of contests might be given to the National 
Committee, accompanied by full printed state- 
ments of the grounds of contest, which should be 
made public, and contests should be heard in 
accordance with the order in which notices 
and statements were submitted. George C, 
Gorham proposed a plan to the effect that the 
Convention should consist of a number of del- 
egates equal to twice the number of each 
State’s Senators and Representatives, and the 
Republicans in each State, with others who 
might act with them, should direct the man- 
ner of choosing its delegatés. At the last 
meeting no final action was taken, but the 
subject was referred to a committee of five, 
composed of William E, Chandler, Thomas C. 
Platt, John M. Forbes, John A. Martin, and 
Chauncey I. Filley, with instructions to make 
areport. Several members of the committee 
are now in the city, and it 1s said that a meet- 
ing of those who are here will be held next 
Saturday to discuss the subject further, and 
that a call will be issued for a meeting of the 
full committee, at which a plan shall be agreed 
upon, Mr, Filley said to-day that he knew 
nothing of any proposed meeting, and Mr. 
John C, New said to-night that he had not 
heard of a proposition to hold one.

OPPOSING THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 
STRONG REASONS URGED IN A MINORITY RE- 
PORT AGAINST THE PROJECT. 

Wasuinecton, April 18.—Two members 
of the House Committee on Canals—Mr. Amos 
Townsend, of Ohio, and Mr. J. W. Dwight, of 
New-York—have refused to support the bill 
,appropriating $1,000,000 for beginning work 
upon the Hennepin Canal, which has been re- 
ported by the remainder of the committee. 
They submitted to-day a strong minority re- 
port. The Hennepin bill has many advocates, 
and large public meetings have been held 
in this city for the purpose of con- 
solidating the forces in its favor. The 
minority take the ground that’ the 
Government may not have a_ consti- 
tutional right to enter a State and make such 
an improvement wholly within its boundaries; 
that in the past the Government has confined 
the work of improvement to natural water- 
ways; that this work is not sufficiently im- 
portant te entitle it to consideration as a na- 
tional matter; that there are already five cis- 
tinct channels of water communication be- 
tween the lake system and the river 
system, some of them nearly equal in 
capacity to the proposed canal; that to 
make the canal practicable, immense sums 
must be expended in the enlargement of 
its eastern extension, the Lllinois and Michi- 
gan Canal, and the Government has already 
been liberal toward the section to be benefited 
by the canal. The minority say that if the 


construction of the Hennepin Canal should be 
begun a precedent would be furnished and 
Congress would be asked to enter upon a great 
scheme of internal improvements. Already 
the country has heard of the proposed Atlantic 
and Great Western Canal, the James River 
and Kanawha Canal, the Cumberland and Ohio 
Liver, Canal, canals across the States of Michi- 
ganand Florida, a canal from the Kentucky 
River to Savannah, and canals connecting 
Chesapeake and Delaware Bays. If one canal 
of this sort should be begun the building of 
others would follow, and the expenditure of 
hundreds of millions of dollars on these works 
would breed corruption funds, jobs, and scan- 
dals greater than ever known before in this 
country. 

As to the benefits which it is said will be 
derived, the minority say that the canal 
would be of no benefit to the Mississippi 20 or 
30 miles above the junction of the canal with 
the river, for barges such as could be used in a 
canal would, in that part of the fiver, find a 
shorter course to the lakes by way of the Wis- 
consin and Fox Rivers. Freights from some 
distance south of the junction would prefer 
the course by the Illinois River and the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal. The extreme 
North-west would necessarily be to a great ex- 
tent dependent on railroads. Freights for the 
lakes would be diverted to Lake Superior or 
be carried directly to Lake Michigan ports, 
because this course would be cheaper than the 
one by way ot the proposed canal, which 
would require two transfers, one to the 
canal barges and one out of them, The 
canal might be worth something to Chicago, 
but it would not be a very important 
link in a chain of transportation. The mi- 
nority, taking up the assertion that the canal 
would unite the navigable systems of the Mis- 
sissippi and the lakes, direct attention to the 
fact that there are already five reutes of water 
communication between those systems—the 
Wisconsin and Fox River route, the Illinois 
River and Illinois and Michigan Canal, the 
Wabash and Erie Canal, the Miami Canal, 
and the Ohio Canal—through all of whieh boats 
have passed from one system to the other.

_ TARIFF, TAXES, AND POLITICS, 

THE TEDIOUS DEBATE ON THE COMMISSION 
BILL—IMPORTANT LIQUOR MEASURES— 
CONTESTED SEATS. 

Wasxninerton, April 18-—The tedious de- 
bate upon the bill to create a tariff commis- 
sion was continued in the House to-day. Op- 
ponents of the bill, who are interested in other 
important bills, are becoming impatient, and 
the Ways and Means Committee is trying to 
limit the great stream of tariff talk which fills 
the Record and has ceased to be interesting to 
members of the House. It is now believed that 
it will be necessary to allow the so-called 
debate to continue through next week, and 
the committee hopes to be able to get the pre- 
vious question at the beginning of the week 
after next. Some of the speeches have been 
widely circulated. Of Mr. Hewitt’s speech, 
250,000 copies have been printed for distribu- 
tion, and as the cost, about $2,500, comes out 
of his pocket, it will be seen that a good speech 
is sometimes expensive. At last accounts, 


more than 100,000 copies of Mr. Carlisle’s 
speech had been printed for circulation, 25,000 
of Mr. Dunnell’s, 75,000 of Mr. McKinley’s, 
and several thousand of Mr. Huskell’s. 

The cigar-makers of New-York, who are 
anxious for action one way or the other upon 
the Ways ard Means Committee’s bill, which 
proposes to reduce the tax on cigars to $5 per 
1,000, must wait until the Commission bill is 
out of the way. The other important bill re- 
ported by the committee, that which indefi- 
nitely extends the period during which distilled 
spirits may remain in bond without payment 
of tax, has been passed in the house under a 
suspension of the rules, but it is delayed in the 
Senate. The distiilers are anxious that it shall 
be passed at once, for in May a_ largo 
quantity of whisky, manufactured in 1879 and 
not yet sold, will be forced out of the ware- 
houses, and unless this bill is passed before the 
period of three years expires the manufactur- 
ers will be compelled to pay the tax on it. On 
the Ist ef March there were nearly 75,000,000 
gallons in distillery warehouses in Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania, and Maryland. If the bill is 
passed within a short time the greater part 
of this liquor will remain in warekouse until it 
is sold to be consumed. 

The committee has been hearing arguments 
in support of a bill providing that all distilled 
spirits used in all industrial pursuits may be 
taken from warehouse without the payment of 
tax. The passage of this bill would remove 
the tax froma large quantity of alcohol and 
other liquors used in manufacturing and the 
preparation of various articles. It would be 
necessary to provide many safeguards in order 
to protect the Government under the working 
of such a law. 

The Commission bill will probably be one of 
the subjects before the Republican caucus to 
be held to-morrow evening, and the contested 
election cases will also be considered. When 
these cases come up the house will indulge in a 
political debate, having thus far refrained from 
anything of the sort. The Republican side 
will need ali its votes upon the Commission 
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bill and these cases, and it is expected that 
the caucus will have something to say about 
absenteeism.

FRANK EVANS’S SUICID#. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 13,—An inquest was 

held to-day on the body of Frank Evans, of New- 
York, who committed snicide yesterday in the 
Great Western Hotel. Nothing was developed ex- 
cept that a tall man, with black hair. called at the 
hotel this morning and made inquiries about the 
deceased man, but declined to answer any ques- 
tions. The jury returned « verdict of suicide by 
shooting. The relatives of Evans seem determined 
to keep his identity a secret. There is no doubt 
that he was a resident of New-York from the cor- 
respondence of Hillhouse Brothers and the fact 
that B. F. Lorraine and D. F. Braine came here 
to-day to make arrangements for the funeral. 
They declined to give any information about the 
deceased man to the Coroner, and arranged with 
the Coroner’s undertaker to have the body interred 
here. They requested that the few effects of the 
deceased man be kept, as they might be called for.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE LONG CONTINUED DISORDERS 
IN IRELAND. 

THE NUMBER OF SUSPECTS IN PRISON 511— 
IMPORTANCE OF THE TORY BANQUET AT 
LIVERPOOL— THE ARREARS OF RENT 
PROBLEM COMING INTO PROMINENCE. 

Lonpon, April 138.—The official list of 
‘suspects’? detained in prison on April 1 
places the number at 511, of whom 28 are 
reasonably suspected of murder as principals 
and 7 as accessories. Eleven are charged with 
treasonable practices and 24 with shooting 
with intent to murder, Others are held for 

arson, intimidation, unlawful assembly, &c., 

The Catholic clergy of the diocese of Cashel

Mr. O'Donnell, Member of Parliament for 
Dungarvan, publishes a long letter in_ the 
Times headed ‘The Core of the Irish Ditfii- 
culty,” in which he maintains that the ques- 
tion of arrears is the one question to 
which all men responsible for the government 
of Ireland ought to turn their special atten- 
tion. ‘If the arrears difficulty,” he says, ‘is 
solved, every difficulty will be solved: if it is 
neglected, then farewell to the hope of peace, 
progress, and contentment.’’ 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to a letter from Mr. 
Henry Broadhurst, (Liberal,) member of Par- 
liament, making inquiry concerning the 
truth of a rumor that the Govern- 
ment were prepared to consider an amend- 
mest making a_ two-thirds majority 
necessary to close debate, says: ‘‘We have 
surrounded the closing power with strong safe- 
guards, and we propose that when it has to be 
applied it shall be by a simple majority. This 
proposal we will, to the best of our ability, 
press upon the House.” 

A. dispatch from Paris states that Mr. Par- 
nell iutends to return to Ireland almost imme- 
diately. 

DuBLin, April 13.—The clergy of Meath 
held a meeting yesterday and selected Mr. 
Edward Sheil, Home Rule member of the 
last Parliament for Athlone, as a_can- 
didate for the vacant seat in the House 
of Commons.

She is the third 
wife of the Marquis, who announces that he 
will not be responsible for her debts. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, April 13,—The Minister of 
the Imperial Household has issued a private 
circular ammouncing that the coronation 
of the Czar will take place in August, 
and that by imperial command = ail 
dignitaries of the empire must attend the 
ceremony in Moscow. The festivities will 
last a fortnight, and itis estimated that the 
expenses will amount to 10,000,000 rubles. 
The celebration whem the late Czar was 
crowned lasted a month and cost 18,000,000 
rubles, 

Catro, April 18.—A council of war, under 
Rechad Pasha has been appointed and is now 
trying the 24 Circassian officers already 
arrested. The council, which numbers 18 
members, is composed of Generals and 
Colonels recently appointed in the Cairo regi- 
ments. The arrested Circassians declared that 
they would infinitely prefer to serve under a 
Christian or any other Government. 

BERLIN, April 13.—A majority has been 
secured in the Bundesrath for the tobacco mo- 
nopoly. 

A bill, which will take precedence of the 
Customs tariff, has been submitted in the 
Bundesrath, raising the duties of some de- 
scriptions of iron, hardware, rope, honey, and 
store goods 3 to 20 per cent., but owing to 
depression among the millers in Germany, the 
import duty on foreign corn is reduced to an 
extent corresponding with the export duty. 

The German Polar Commission has decided 
to erect one station in the north arctic zone, 
at Cumberland Sound, in Davis Strait, and 
another in the south arctic zone, on the 
Island of Georgia. The southern expedition 
will be headed by Dr. Schroeder, of the Ham- 
burg Observatory, and the northern expedi- 
tion by Dr. Giese. 

Maprip, April 13.—In the Cortes, to-day, a 
Catalan Deputy stated that great excitement 
had been caused by the arrival of five French 
iron-clads at Barcelona. Senor Gonzales, 
Minister of the Interior, said the Government 
had received ne information of the presence of 
a French squadron at Barcelona, but that, if 
the report were true, the fact possessed no im- 
portance, as the relations between France and 
Spain were most cordial. 

The expectation now is that the Government 
will not make approval of the treaty with 
France a question of confidence in the Min- 
istry, but will allow the Ministerial Deputies 
to vote according to their opinions, It is un- 
derstood, however, that the Government will 
not consent to any modification. 

kl Correo says Sefior Camacho, Minister of 
Finance, will not resign until the treaty with 
France and ths bill for the conversion of the 
debt are adopted. 

Lonpon, April 14.—A dispatch from Berlin 
says: “It is reported that Gen. Ignatieff has 
been appointed to supersede Prince Orloff as 
Russian Ambassador at Paris. The report has 
created a most unfavorable impression.”’

CAPT. HOWGATE ESCAPES. 
—_———_@————— 

HE IMITATES TWEED BY ELUDING AN 

CER WHILE VISITING HIS HOME, 
Wasurineton, April 13.—Capt. Howgate, 
who has been in jail for several months await- 
ing trial for stealing a large amount of the 
Government’s money, escaped from custody 
this afternoon, while visiting his family at his 
house in this city, and at last accounts had not 
been recaptured. He has been favored in an 
extraordinary way since his confinement 
in jail, and his escape fulfills the predictions 
of many who have been acquainted 
with the remarkable treatment which 
he has received. Howgate has, at various 
times during the past four or five months 
applied to the court for temporary leave of 
absence from jail to visit his family. Tnese 
applications have generally been granted, the 


court sending an officer with the prisoner to 
revent his escape, and linaiting to a few hours 
is absence from the jail. To-day, for the 
first time in two months or more, How- 
gate asked leave to o to his house 
for the purpose of seeing his daughter, who 
has recently returned from Vassar College, 
and of looking over certain papers. Judge 
Wylie, to whom the application was made, 
granted the request, and sent with the pris- 
oner Mr. Doing, one of the oldest and most 
trustworthy of the court bailiffs, with orders 
to bring him back to the jailin two hours. It 
was then about 3 o’clock. At Mr. How- 
gate’s house the bailiff, for some reason

“which is not fully explained, lost sight of the 


prisoner for a moment, and when he turned 
around Howgate was no longer in the room. 
The bailiff asked Miss Howgate where ker 
father had gone. She replied that he had 
stepped out, but would return in a moment, 
and asked the bailiff to sit down. The officer, 
suspecting that something was wrong, rushed 
out of tke house, but could see nothing of the 
— The house was then searched, the Po- 
ice informed, and officers everywhere put on 
the alert, but no clue to the fugitive could be 
obtained. Marshal Henry thinks that he is 
still in the city, but as a precautionary meas- 
ure the Police authorities of Baltimore, Rich- 
mond, New-York. Philadelphia, and Boston 
have been informed of his escape. If he 
should net be arrested before to-morrow a re- 
ward of $500 will be offered for his apprehen- 
sion, 

Howgate was ailowed to go out on New 
Year’s Day and enjoy himself. Some time 
afterward a stable-keeper who had furnished 
carriages for him had some difficulty in get- 
ting his pay, and he published his grievance. 
The size of his bill showed that Howgate bad 
been a good customer, while supposed to be 
suifering confinement with many other per- 
sons imprisoned for crimes of less magnitude, 
who had uot so much influence and were, there- 
fore, compelled to remain in jail. District Attor- 
ney Corkhill said to-night that he had heard a 
rumor that Howgate had escaped, but did not 
know whether it was well founded or not. 
Howgate had applied to him for permission to 
go out to-day, but he had refused to grant the 
application, because Howgate had previously 
taken advantage of his temporary liberty. lt 
is said that the fugitive, although without 
money of his own, has been able to get money 
from others because of the revelations whic 
he could make, and it is believed that ample 
means for making good his escape have been 
supplied.

SUBMITTING TO BREWERS A BILL T@ TAKE 
THE PLACE OF THE POND LIQUOR LAW. 

Cincinnati, April 13.—The Brewers’ As- 
sociation held a protracted meeting this after- 
noon, occupying the time with a discussion of 
the Locke bill, which ‘was introduced into the 
State Legislature yesterday, and is intended as 
a substitute for the obnoxious Pond bill. The 
meeting finally adjourmed without having 
reached any conclusion as to what course it is 


best to pursue regarding the new bill. It was 
the Pond law that, by exciting the displeasure 
of the Germans and the liquor interests, de- 
feated the Republicans at the Spring election 
by so unexpected and overwheiming a ma- 
jority. The Republican leaders at once set 
about to repair the mischief which the 
Pond bill had wrought, but have differed as to 
the best course to pursue. The weight of 
opinion has been favorable to such a modifica- 
tion of the Pond law as would be acceptable 
to the liquor interests and to the Germans. It 
was recognized that unless this was done the 
Congressional! and State election would be lost 
to the Republicans, and the present Locke bill 
was drawn. It repeals the Pond law, and pro- 
vides that a graduated scale of taxes 
upon all places where liquor is sold, vary- 
ing, according to the amount of _busi- 
ness done, from $50 to $300. The Pond law 
rovides that all saloons, big and little, shall 
@ taxed $300. lt was intended that a double 
purpose should be served by the Pond law— 
that revenue should be derived from the liquor 
traffic, and that, by making the tax high, the 
low doggeries should be wiped out. The fram- 
ers of the new bill abandon all idea of 
diminishing the number of saloons, and sim- 
ply assess an equitable tax upon all 
saloon-keepers. It was shown to prominent 
members of the Brewers’ Association before 
being taken to Columbus and their tacit con- 
sent was ebtained to —— vhe measure, 
The association, as a whole, however, has 
failed at its meeting to-day to fulfill this ex- 
station. All that was decided was that the 
ill was preferable to the Pend law. No as- 
surance was given thatit would be satisfac- 
tory, and the political muddle therefore con- 
upues, 
CoLumsvus, Ohio, April 13.—The annual 
consultation of the Republican State Central 


Committee was held in the State-house to-night. 
The attendance was much smaller than it 
has been for years. The committeemen 
and visiting and consulting statesmen wore 
grave and troubled leoks, caused by the uni- 
versal howl which has gone up from the 
liquor men over the action of the 
Legislature on temperance and Sunday 
laws, nor were any of the _ leaders 
or their partisans at all demonstrative 
in their enthusiasm over the prospect before 
them in the State. Gov. Foster was made 
Chairman of the meeting, and J. Q. A. 
Campbell and C, H. Ostrander were appointed 
Secretaries. The Governor, in his opening 
address, eulogized the past record of 
his party, reviewed its course in Ohio affairs, 
commending it for the reduction of the State 
debt and for its pure administration of State 
affairs. He approved the temperance laws 
recently passed, and said that two 
things remain to be guarded’ by 
the party — the protection of the 
negro in his rights and of the laborer in his 
work and wages. Major Townsend followed. 
He is the present Secretary of State and a 
candidate for renomination in the face of 
much opposition in his party. He, 
too, approved the Pond tax and Smith 
Sunday bills, Attorney-General Nash fol- 
lowed, and heartily commended President Ar- 
thur’s position in bina sy J the Chinese 
bill. Speeches were made by Gen. Hurst 
and Senator Horr. Each speaker, 
with the exception of Mr. Nash, 
clinched the position taken by the Legislature 
on saloon taxation, andjurged that the party 
should be unyielding in its position on it. 
Speeches were also made by Gen. 
Jones, formerly member of Congress from 
the Delaware district, Dr. Scott, Gen. Geiger, 
and others. The general sentiment was in 
favor of anearly convention and a determined 
front in support of of the temperance legisla- 
tiou, which now forms the chief topic of con- 
versation in political circles in the State.

WAYNH MACVEAGH’S LAMENT. 


HIS PARTY WITH ONLY THREE PRINCIPLES 
AND HE IN OPPOSITION TO ALL OF THEM. 
Parnapetrata, April 13.—At the annual 

meeting of the Civil Service Reform Associa- 

tion to-night the Hon. Wayne MacVeagh 
presided, and in discussing a _ resolu- 
tion condemning the letter of First 

Assistant Postmaster-General Hatton ex- 

empting» postal employes from the 

provisions of the civil service order, broke 
for the first time the reticence that has 
characterized his conduct since he retired 
from the Cabinet. Mr. MacVeagh said 
that , President Hayes had consulted him 


in the preparation of his famous 
civil service order, of a portion of which he 
(MacVeagh) was the author. When, how- 
ever, Mr. Hayes was put to the test 
practically, he failed. here had been 
questionable political services rendered by 
office-holders in the South. Mr. Hayes 
allowed himself to be over-persuaded, and the 
authors of these questionable services in Lou- 
isiana and Flerida were rewarded with 
ublic office. After that all hope of 
fr. Hayes’s civil service work was 
gone, and the closing days of his 
Administration witnessed Sherman trying to 
elect himself President by the aid of the Treas- 
ury Department. Then came the short-lived 
Garfield Administration. Whatever hope was 
in that was cut short by Guiteau’s bullet. 

He continued: ‘‘ What Arthur was in the 
New-York Custem-house he is to-day 
in the President’s chair. Personally 
he is a_ kindly, well-disposed  gentle- 
man, and my intercourse with him was 
of the pleasantest character, as it was 
with Mr. Hayes, but men rarely change their 
political training after arriving at the age 
either gentleman attained. My party leaves me 
in this predicament. It has but three princi- 
ples, and I find myself opposed to all three. Its 
first great principle is the spoils system; 
the second is oppositien to civil service re- 
form, and the third seems to consist of re- 

udiation in old Virginia. Then the 

oss system is a degradation; it goes from 
the gutter to the White House. It subsists 
on the speils of office. The duty of this asso- 
ciation and of the country is to supplant these 
bosses; until that is done your work will 
not be executed. You cannot pretend to be 
interested in the degrading spectacle of Ma- 
honeism in Virginia; the deliberate prostitu- 
tion of Government powers to aid repudiation 
of aState’s obligations. If wecould charge that 
upon the Bourbon Democrats it would be 
some relief, but, to our sorrow and humilia- 
tion, these things are done in the name of the 
party of Abraham Lincoln. Instead of going 
forward, the Arthur Administration makesa 
retrograde movement.”

ONE OF MAHONE’S SCHEMES KILLED 


THE VIRGINIA REAPPORTIONMENT BILL DE- 
FEATED—MASSEY VICTORIOUS, 

Ricumonp, Va., April 13.—Mahone was 
again snubbed to-day by the Legislature re- 
garding his pet scheme for redistricting the 
State for members of Congress. For weeks 
the public have been watching the fight going 
on between Mahone and ex-Auditor Massey. 
When thrust out of the Auditor’s office through 
the influence of Mahone, Massey determined 
to get even with him. With four fearless Re-: 
adjuster Senators at his back, the ex-Auditor 
has been contesting every inch of ground 
with the Senator. The struggle culminated 


to-day in the inglorious defeat of the Mahone 
section of the Readjuster Party. The most 
important political measure which has engaged 
the attention of the Virginia Legislature this 
year was that defeated to-day. in fact, one 
of the reasons which doubtless controlled Gov. 
Cameron in calling this extra session was to‘ 
make this reapportionment of the State for 
members of Congress. The balance of power 
in the Senate was held by Messrs. Williams 
and Wingfield, two Republicans. The Read- 
justers made every effort to induce these gen- 
tlemen to give their support to Mahone’s re- 
apportionment scheme, but without avail. For 
several days nearly all of the leading Repub- 
licans in the State have visited the city, but 
the two Independent Senators remained firm, 
and refused to countenance the gerrymander 
plan, although it was expected to elect eight 
of the ten Representatives to which this State 
is entitled who would have been in sympathy 
withthe Federal Administration. The defeat 
sustained by the leaders of the Mahone party 
has caused them no little chagrin. The pres- 
ent session of the Legislature will be cut short. 

and after the disposal of the tax trials it. will 
no doubt adjourn. 

The struggie has hardly begun between 
Massey and Mahone, however. The result of 
to-day’s work will tend to precipitate the. 
Congressional campaign as soon as the Le-, 
gislature adjourns. The Mahone leaders will 
no doubt concentrate all of their strength 
in the counties represented by the four bolting 
Readjuster Senators, and the issue in these 
will no doubt be made as to whether the bill 
rejected to-day shall be passed. If they 
receive any encouragement to believe that 
those tactics will make any change in the 
recalcitrant legislators another extra session 
of the Assembly may be called before the 
campaign fairly opens and another effort 
made to get their measure through. Ex-Au- 
ditor Massey is massing his forces and making

GAG LAW IN THE ASSEMBLY 


METHODS BY WHICH THE EXCISH 
BILL WAS PASSED. 
DEMOCRATS ACCEPTING MINOR AMENDMENTS 

AND THEN CHOKING OFF DEBATE—EX- 
CUSES OF THE DODGERS OF THE VOTH 

ON THE WESTBROOK RESOLUTION. 
AxBany, April 13.—Some of the dodgers on 
the Westbrook question attempted todefend them- 
selves on the floor of the Assembly to-day by criti- 
cising the statement in Taz Tres of this morning. 
Mr. Potter, of Saratoga, declared that he never 
dodged any one or anything, and that; he declined 
to vote to take the Westbrook resolution from the 
table because he is a member of the Judiciary 
Committee designated to make the inves- 
tigation. The excuse is in the nature of 
an afterthought; none of the other 
members of that committee availed himself’ 
of iton this particular motion. At the fitting mo- 
ment, however, this excuse was properly presented 
in the committee’s behalf, and those members wha 
desired it were excused. That moment did not 
arrive until the question was on the final passage 
of the resolution of investigation. Mr. B. F. 
Baker asserted, with some warmth, that he had 
voted in favor of the motion to take from 
the table. If he did, the Clerk failed to 
record it. The Clerk’s Journal was produced 
and this fact pointed out. The gentleman’s 
criticism, therefore,”~ must be directed toward 
the desk. Mr. Northrup was equally positive 
about his vote and found to be equally mistaken 
when the Journal was consulted. Gen. Sharpe 
called attention to the fact that, while there was 
some misunderstanding about the matter, Mr. 
Baker’s course had been consistent throughout. 
Mr. Baker, as the record shows,.dida vote a week 
ago to take the resolution up, and his silence yes- 


terday on the same motion surprised his friends.

Its merriment was aroused 
when Mr. Higgins, the member from Niagara, wha 
beguiled the Tammany men into voting for Speaker 
Patterson, shot upward and declared that the 
writer of an article in the Herald, in which he had 
been savagely criticised, was a liar. Mr. Rooseveit 
soothed Mr. Higgins by reminding him that he had’ 
been guilty of a reckless statement on the previous 
day. He begged to say that none of his friends 
had been, **squeezed” in the Manhattan deal, and 
no such reason should be imputed to him. He had 
introduced the Westbrook resolution from the 
purest motives that a man could possess. 

By means of the gag law, outrageousrulings, and 
abominable tactics onthe floor, the Democrats, 
with the aid of a few Republicans, managed to pass 
their Excise bill through the House this afternoon. 
The bill was placed on its third reading and its 
managers prepared themselves for the struggle 
which they knew was coming, by securing the 
chair for one of their number. Speaker Patterson 
abandoned it in favor of Mr. Shanley, of Kings, who 
was now relied on to help force the measure 
through. Efforts were made to amend the third 
section, which is only one of the many 
obnoxious features of the bill, as ex-Gov. Alvord 
declared this section throws the monopoly of dis- 
pensing liquors into the hands of the keepers of 
corner groggeries. It expressly declares that “no 
license shail be granted to any storekeeper, grocer. 
or druggist, nor to any person engaged in selling 
goods, wares, and merchandize of any description 
other than liquors, wines, ale, beer, cigars, or to- 
bacco.” There was so much clamor raised over this 
that Mr. McClelland himself consented to amend by 
striking out the words “or druggist.” in 
order, as he said, to meet the objeetions 
of the opposition, who, by the way, were simply in- 
terested in seeing that the large grocers and store- 
keepers should not be deprived of their privileges, 
he added another amendment. His clique was in 
the majority, and carried it through. e clause 
thus amended reads: “No license todrink on tha 
premises shall be graeted,” &c. 

Sections 8 and 28 both required amendments 
to meet the views of the better element 
of the House, and members were only 
awaiting the opportunity to perfect them asthe 
reading wenton. Mr. Tighe, Mr. McClelland, Mr. 
Newman, and others have all along stoutly op- 

sed bringing these sections under discussion. 

hey were determined to prevent it to-day. Mr. 
Tighe, of Kings, demanded that the bill be put on™ 
its final passage, and moved the previous question. 
There was a loud outcry against such an out- 
rageous application of the Fe, law from all over 
the house. The calling of the roll proceeded 
slowly, for such men as Brooks aud Bene- 
dict felt called upon to explain their vote 
in favor of the passage. Mr. Brooks declared that 
the bill was more in the interest of temperance 
than the existing law. Mr. Chamberlain. Repub- 
lican, of St. Lawrence, declared that section 2 
killed the operation of the existing Civili Damages 
act. Mr. Crane, Republican, of New-York, chal- 
lenged the statement made by the friends 
of the biil that Dr. Howard Crosby favored 
it. On the contrary, that gentleman had 
written a letter strongly opposing it. For 
this reason and for the additional one 
that the country members had been gagged by the 
previous question, he voted in the negative. Major 
Farrar, Repnblican, of Onondaga, said he intended 
originally to vote for the bill, but this application 
of the gag law convinced him that the managers 
of the bill must have some very peculiar reason 
for preventing a discussion on all of its parts, 
Mr. Hunt, Republican, of Jefferson, produced a 
postal card, signed by Dr. Crosby. who said that 
the measure would destroy the Civil Damages act. 
A letter from one of the temperance societies wai 
also reaG by Mr. Hunt, in which the declaration 
was made that the committee appointed to frame 
this Excise bill had prevented, by various methods, 

representatives of temperance societies from ap- 
pearing to protest against it. Mr. Raines, Re- 

ublican, of Ontario, was equally emphatic in 
bis condemnation of the methods employed 
to progress the measure. Mr. Robb, Democrat, of 
New-York, regretted that full opportunity for 
amending had not been afforded: he could not ap- 
prove it in its present form, for he believed he saw 
in the twenty-eighth section a blow at the Civil 
Damages aet. Both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Sprague 

denounced the methods adopted to push the bill 

through, and criticised its sections. Mr. Welch, 
Democrat, of Niagara, said he would have fa- 
yored the bill had not the gag law been ap- 
plied and the attempt made to lash him 
into line with the argument that this was a Demo- 
cratic measure. Mr. Sheridan, a pot-house politi- 
cian who represents a section of Brooklyn, amused 
himself by callmg ‘*Time,”’ for the purpose of in- 
terrupting the speakers. Ex-Gov. Alvord aston- 
ished the House with the deciaration that a iliquor- 
dealer was on the floor manipulating the members 
in behalf of the measure. He demanded that the 
Sergeant-at-Arms order him off the floor. The 
burly dealer waited not on the order of his going, 
but slipped rapidly off the floor, accompanied by a 
speckled-faced person who was his lawyer. Froe- 
lich was the name of the fellow. 

It required 65 votes to pass the bill. Theroll 
was called, and only 64 votes could be mustered ta 
its support. Mr. A. M. Patterson, Republican. of 
Seneca.changed his vote to the negative and reduced 
the number to 63. Then Messrs. Tighe, Newman, 
and MeClelland began to fight for time. Messengers 
were sent out in every direction in search of Dem- 
ocratic members who had gone home earlier in the 
session, suffering from the effects of the previous 
night’s reception. Mr. Shanley aided his associates 
by rapping the House repeatedly to order 
on the pretext that there was too much noise in 
the rear. Mr. Newman got the floor, and was al- 
lowed. by Mr. Shanley to beep it, to the exciusion 
of every other member in the House. Mr. New- 
man went over the list of voters and inquired how 
they were recorded. Some names herepeated two 
and three times. Both ex-Goy. Alvord and 
Gen. Sharpe protested against these outrage- 
ous tactics, and demanded an announce- 
ment of the result. Shanley refused to rec- 
ognize them. The name of Ahearn was 
finally added to the list and only one vote wag 
now lacking. Mr. M. J. Costello, Democrat, of New- 
York, had been found by a messenger by whom he 
was dragged, all breathless, into the House. His 
arrival was greeted by the Democrats with ap- 
plause. His vote was immediately recorded in the 
‘aftirmative. By such tactics was the bill passed 
through the House. The session had been ex- 
tended, and it was nearly 4 o’clock when the House 
‘adjourned. One hour and a half had been oecupied 
in getting enough votes to tne obnoxious 
measure. The Republicans who voted for it wera 
Brodsky of New-York, Derrick of Rensselaer, 
Griffin of Oneida, Roscoe Conkling’s personal rep- 
resentative; Mork of Brooklyn, Potter of Sara’ 

Sipp of Erie, Niglutsch of New-York, Southwick 
Erie. The Democrats who voted against it were 
Brewne of Otsego, Green of Fulton, Robb of New- 
York, Welch of Niagara. The detailed vote was

BILLS BEFORE THE SENATE. 

A PLAN TO UNITE NEW-YORK AND BROOKLYN 

-—TAXES ON CERTAIN CITY COMPANIES. 

ALBANY, April 13,—In the Senate Mr. Gra- 
dy introduced a bill for the appointment of a com- 
mission to inquire into the advisability of a union 
and consolidation of the cities of New-York and 
Brooklyn. The bill provides for the appointment 
by the Governor of 30 citizens, residing in Brooklyn 
and New-York, whose duty it shall be to draw up 
a charter for presentation to the next Legislature, 
such charier to unite the cities into one municipal- 
ity. Mr. GW. A. Nelson introduced the bill intro- 
duced in the Assembly yesterday to incorporate 
the Trustees of the John F. Slater fund for the 
education of colored people in the Southern 
States, The Committee on Cities reported favor- 


ably the bill authorizing the Dock Department of 
New-York to build a plier for the use of the Police. 
The Senate considered a large number of bills 
in Committee of the Whole, and, among others, 
ordered to a third reading bill No. 164, introduced 
by Senator Grady, “to assess and leyy upon cer- 
tain coporations and joint stock companies and 
associations in the City of New-York certain assess- 
ments and taxes for the years 1880 and 1881, and 
providing for the payment of such taxes forthe 
porposre of the local government of said City.” 

ew of the Senators appeared to understand the 
drift of this bill—whether it was in the interest of 
the City or of the corporations—but Mr. Grady 
assured them that it was what the City authorities 
wanted, and was designed to extricate the City 
from the difficulty arising out of the defect in the 
law under which the assessments of 1880 and 1881 
were made. 

Some discussion was had on Mr. Russell’s bill to 
legalize and protect primary elections in Brooklyn. 
Mr. Russell said the bill met the approval of the 
Brooklyn delegation of both parties, and while it 
Was so framed as to apply to that city only, it 
would doubtiess be made a general law eventually 
§f it should be found to work well in Brooklyn. 
Mr. Jacobs said he was in {favor of the bill, pro- 
vided that it was within the province of the Legis- 
lature to pass such a law. But he had seri- 
ous doubts of its constitutionality. The Constitu- 
tion, he said, invests the Legislature with power to 
pass laws for the protection of all regularly author- 
ized elections, but he could find no provision which 
authorizes the Legislature to interfere with the 
Management of political parties or factions. If it 
could do this it could with equal propriety direct 
the mode of electing officers of private clubs or 
associations of any kind or nature. He did not 
wish to be understood as opposing this bill if the 
Legislature had the power to pass it, but he 
threw out these suggestions in order that 
Senators might examine the question and 
satisfy themselves with regard to it. Mr. 
F. Lansing objected to the provision which -re- 
quired persous whose votes are challenged at pri- 
maries to swear to their qualifications under the 
rules and regulations of the association which 
holds the primaries. Mr. Russell said he had no 
doubt of the constitutionality of the bill; there was 
no provision of the Constitution prohibiting the 
enactment of such a law and there was an implied 
warrant for it under the general provision for reg- 
ulating elections and guarding them against fraud. 
On motion, the bill was progressed for further dis- 
cussion hereafter. The billto exempt cities and 
villages from liability for injuries to persons or 
property growing out of defective streets, side-

efore the accident, gavo rise to along debate, 
Messrs. Thomas and A. Lansing opposed it as de- 
structive of the long-settled principles of the 
common law, and as a substantial denial of the 
right of action against careless and negligent pub- 
lic servants. it wasthe duty of municipal as well 
as of private corporations to protect the public 
against injuries from gross carelessness of 
their agents; cities were bound to see and 
to know that their streets and sidewalks were 
In such condition as not to endanger the lives or 
limbs of pedestrians, whether residents or stran- 
gers, and it was the heightof impudence and ef- 
frontery to ask a man whose neck or leg had been 
broken bythe negiigence of the city authorities 
not only to pocket bis own loss but to give notice 
to these authorities of the danger in order to ena- 
ble some other man to recover who breaks his leg 
24hours afterward. In spite otf the apparent ab- 
surdity of the bill, the Senate ordered it to a third 
teading by a vote of 15 to 7.

BOSTON POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 

Boston, April 13.—Robert D. Smith, attor- 
ney for Col. Henry Walker, filed in the Supreme 
Court this afternoon a petition for a writ prohibit- 
ing the Common Council from acting upon the 
confirmation of the new Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. Col. Walker is alone in this application, 
Messrs. Jones and Gargan declining to join in the 


issue. The petition is very brief, asking only that 
an injunction be issued and hold good until the 
court has rendered a decision on the question, 
whether or not the Mayor has acted legally in 
abolishing the present commission “for cause,” 
without specifying the cause or causes in detail 
and giving the members an opportunity to be 
beard. Col. Walker says his object is to vindicate 
his character before the public. 

In the Common Council to-night, before action 
was taken on the confirmation of the new Po- 
lice Commissioners, the Chairman announced 
that the city had been served with a notice 
to appear before the Supreme Court on Sat- 
urday next, and show cause why a writ pro- 
hiviting the Council from confirming Dr. Jenks as 
Police Commissioner, to fill the unexpired term of 
Col. Walker, should not issue.

MR. SHIPHERD’S INTRIGUES 
—_—_——— 
THE WITNESS OROSS-EXAMINED BY 
MR. BELMONT. 

HIS INTERPRETATION OF MR. BLAINE’S TALK 
AND LETTERS—HE CLAIMS THAT HE AL- 
WAYS DEFENDED GEN. HURLBUT—A 
NEW-YORK EDITOR’S STATEMENT ABOUT 
THE MINISTER’S INSTRUCTIONS, | 

Wasaineton, April 13—The examination 
of Jacob R. Shipherd was resumed this morning 
before the House Committee on Foreign Affairs, 


a substitute for the official stenographer being pres- 
ent, 

Mr. Belmont, (to the witness)—You have refused 
to give to the committee the required information 
about the Peruvian Company. I shall not now re- 
peat my questions on this point, but shall hold 
them in reserve. You and those whose advice you 
say you are now following appear to have 
mistaken the scope and purpose of this in- 
vestigation. There are other considerations 
than the mere pecuniary relations of in- 
dividuals to the subject of the inquiry. 
I would like you to repeat now, as briefly as possi- 
ble and as carefully as you can, what you said to 
the Secretary of State in the interview of July 2% 
in relation to the instructions that you desired 
should be sent to our Minister at Peru. I wish to 
know how far that dispatch carried out the pur- 


poses of the Peruvian Company as you described 
them to the Secretary in presence of Senator Blair, 
then your counsel. You will recollect that Mr. 
Blair was a witness to that conversation, and tnat 
he may be called upon to testify as to what 
occurred between you and the Secretary. Repeat 
that conversation on the topic of the dispatch. 

The Witness—The substance of my suggestion to 
the Secretary in answer to his question as to what 
I wanted him to do was that I wanted notice given 
by the representative of the United States that 
such representations had been made at the State 
Department as disposed the United States Govern- 
ment to notify both Chili and Peru of, orto call 
the attention of both Chili and Peru to, the Lan- 
dreau claim, and tothe assertionof the Cochet 
title, and to suggest or direct that no settlement 
ought to be made, in the judgment of the United 
States, between these two parties without refer- 
ence to the rights, actual or possible, of the parties 
who had brought those claims and those titles to 
the notice of the United States Government. 

Q.—You were not satisfied, I believe, with the 
way in which Gen. Hurlbut carried out those in- 
structions, snd you have testified that you again 
came to Washington with your counsel, Senator 
Blair, this time to ask the Secretary of State 
whether the instructions had been sent. The Sec- 
retary took you to the State Department and 
showed youthe dispatches. That was in the inter- 
view of Oct. 14. State what assurances the Secre- 
retary gave you that your suggestions had been 
carried out. A.—The assurances, if any,on that 
point which tho Secretary gave consisted of the 
disclosure to me of the text of the dispatch which 
he had sent, accompanied with a pointed, and, I 
think, a brief, oral reminder that I had only asked 
that there should in effect be some instructions 
which would result in a notice and a stay. He 

ade some remark which called my attention to 
that, and he emphasized to me the fact that I would 
see in the dispatch that he had covered all the 
ground I asked. 

Q.—Did age repeat to Senator Blair your conver- 
sation with Secretary Blaine at the interview of 
Oct. 14? A.—I doubt whether I repeated tne con- 
versation. I remember that when we next met 
Senator Blair seemed eagerly to demand what I 
found, seeking to discover the impression on my 
own mind, and I disclosed that impression to’him. 

Q.—State that conversation. A.—Oh, I cannot, 

Q.—What I want to know is whether or not Sen- 
ator Blair and yourself, as counsel and client, had 
reason to believe that the dispatch of Aug. 4 was 
in accordance with your conversation at the inter- 
view of July 25, A.—What we had reason to he- 
lieve is a question on which every man would per- 
haps have an any ew go judgment. I can only 
say that I thought I had reason to be satisfied, and 
that Senator Blair very strongly to me expressed 
the belief that we had reason to be satisfied. He 
expressed it as his opinion. There was no question 
as to the impression on both our minds at that time, 

Q.—You have already testified that in your in- 
terview of Oct. 14 there was another topic of con- 
versation than what you have related, but you 
have not stated what was said in referenee to the 
letter of June2. A.—Atthe interview of Oct. 13 
(probably it was) a fresh reference was made to 
my letter of June 2 to Gen. Hurlbut, and the dis- 
cussion of that letter and of its terms was entered 
upon as contrasted withthe probable overtures 
which had been made to Gen. Hurlbut by the 
Crédit Industriel. It wasin that connection that 
the matter came up. Senator Blair made some 
such remark asthis: ‘*‘ Hurlbut would rather have 
$10,000 in hand than $2*0,000 of your stock if he had 
to pay for it,’ or something of that kind. This was 
said as contrasting the two overtures, 

Q.—Was the Secretary then forthe second time 
made aware of the letter which you had written to 
Gen. Huribut? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q,.—So that the Secretary was fully aware that 
that you had written that letter to Gen. Hurlbut? 
A,—I do not want to say whether he was aware of 
it. Icanonly say what we said in his presence 
and what was said. Some allusion or suggestion 
having been made to $10,000 cash as something that 
might have been offered by the Crédit Industriel, 
and that having been said in contrast to an offer to 
sell him $250,000 of stock, the suggestion led to a 
repetition by me of the text of the letter. I think 
that the Secretary called tor it. He said: ‘ Ship- 
herd, just what was it that you wrote 
to Hurlbut?’ My recollection is distinct that I re- 

eated the letter verbatim, the Secretary fol- 
owing very carefully. He said: *‘Yes, so far as 
it may be perfectly proper. Thatisratherasticker.” 
I said: ‘It is meant to be asticker.” At the close 
he said: ‘Well, Steve won’t consider that very 
attractive. You will never catch Steve in that 
way.” He made some remark of that kind, sum- 
ming up, apparently. his impressions as to the let- 
terand as to its probable eflect on Gen. Huribut's 
mind, That is about the substance of it as fully as 
I can give it. 

Q.—Did you not testify that Gen. Grant spoke 
favorably of action on the part of our Government 
in support of these claims, and that he mentioned 
similar cases as having occurred during his Ad- 
ministration, and that he spoke of the case of Lan- 
dreau at thatinterview? A.—I donot at the mo- 
ment recall the details of my testimony. He re- 
ferred to the case of Landreau as one of those 
that he had a dim recollection of having been be- 
fore Congress, and to some extent before the 
Executive during his Administration. He did not 
enlarge upon its merits, and did not at any time 
speak with decision with regard to the merits of 
the Cochet claim, as though he had examined it or 
professed to have an opinion as to its final merits. 

Q.—Did you not know that the claimant, J. C. 
Landreau, was appointed Consul to Santiago de 
Cuba during Gen. Grant’s Administration? A.—I 
have so heard. I have never taken steps to verify 
the statement, but I have heard it and I have as- 
sumed that it must be so. 

—He is now Consul at that place? A.—Sol 
have been told. Indeed, I think Mr. Blaine re- 
ferred to that. I think that the first information I 
had on that point came from Mr. Blaine. 

Q.—You stated in your letter to Gen. Hurlbut of 
Noy. 26: “Iwas in Washington again last week 
and had a full talk with the President at Gen. 
Grant’s suggestion and on his introduction.”” Was 
that a letter of introduction? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—Will you produeo itor acopy? A.—It was 
delivered to the President. 

Q.—You took no copy of it? A,—I think I have 
a copy of it. 

Q.—Will ene produce thatcopy? A.—I have no 

ersonal objection whatever to producing it, but 

query whether it is in the direct line of this inves- 
tigation. 

Mr. Belmont—I think it will be useful. 

The Witness—The letter was addressed to the 
President and was delivered to him. If I have a 
copy it isscarcely properly under my control. It 
was not a letter addressed to me. 

.—By Mr. Rice—Was it in Gen. Grant’s hand- 
writing? A.—Yes, Sir; his autograph throughout. 
Ihave not the slightest personal objection, but I 
doubt a little whetherI ought to meddiein that 


way. 

On being further pressed. the witness said that if 
he had a copy of the letter it was among his files in 
New-York, and that it would require his personal 
presence to find it. 

By Mr. Belmont—Will you prodnce a list of the 
stockholders of the Peruvian Company? A.—No, 
Sir, under no circumstances. 

Q.—You have stated that Mr. Blaine informed 
you that the Crédit Industriel was a very respecta- 
ble concern, having a large amount of ready cash, 
and that he recommended you to “trade with 
those fellows,” apparently on the basis of pitting 
an American claim which you had against their 
respectability and ready cash. Did you sanction 
that suggestion? A.—I did not. 

atid not? A.—I had simply the feeling that, 
if there was to be any negotiation, the overture 
must come from the other side. : 

—Did it come from the other side at any time? 
Did you have any conversation with the agent of 
the Crédit Industriel at any time? A.—Not direct- 
ly, I have had a number of overtures brought to 
me by gentlemen who were intimate with Mr. 
Suarez, the recognized agent of the Crédit Indus- 
triel, and which I was told were preliminary over- 
tures. I never made any response tothem. Inever 
met him personaliy. : 

Q.—You had no reason to doubt Mr. Blaine’s 
fidelity to your interests, and his willingness to act 
accordingio your suggestion after the interview 
in which his cable dispatch was written rebuking 
Mr. Hurlbut, until you were notified by Mr. Blaine, 
in his letter of Dec. 3, that he did not regard you as 
sufficiently respectable to prosecute you for an at- 
tempt at bribery? I should like to have. your 
opinion of that letter in view of your past relations 
with the State Department. A.—I should rather 
not undertake to give my opinion of that letter 
as testimony. It could only be, apparently, a 
characterization of Mr. Blaine’s personal and 
official course, and whatever opinions I may enter- 
tain, I do not wish to volunteer any. If I spoke of 
him I should speak of him just asI would of an- 
other man, and that might seem indelicate in view 
of the high offices he has held. 

Q.~You have changed your opinion in regard to 
those matters since your interviow published in 
the New-York Herald on Jan. 29, in which you say: 
“In that letter of Dec. the Secretary 
intimates that there are reasons why the State 
Department would not refer it [your letter of 
June 2} to the Attorney-Gene for criminal 
action.” Then you go on to say, ‘‘ Yes, there are 
reasons, grave reasons, but not: such as he would 
be likely to avow without reserve.” What did you 
mean by that? This was a statement to be pub- 
lished, and for which you are responsible. A.— 
With reference to published interviews I am not 
responsiblo for any: ing that been published in 
the way of an interview with me in any news-

state with reference to that interview with 
New-York Herald, that about one-half of it is au- 
thentic, and I am entirely responsible for it, but the 
other half (as I advised the editor one hour after I 
saw it in print) was absolutely bogus. 

Q.—I ask you now why Mr. Blaine attacked you 
80 savagely in that letter of Dec. 8f A.—I have my 
own opinion about it, which I characterized in that 
interview as knowledge. It isknowledge within cer- 
tain limitations. After all it is a matter which, 
when brought to the last analysis, is one of opin- 
ion rather than of absolute knowledge. 

Q.—I want to know it in view of the relations 
which you held, or appeared to have held, with the 
State Department during the whole of the Summer. 

After discussion between the witness and mem- 
bers of the committee, the witness was instructed 
to answer the question, which he did, as follows: 
‘*The committee will, of course, recognize the fact 
that there must be a thousand details, incidents 
that are not disclosed yet and which in the nature 
of things I cannot undertake to disclose. They 
have dropped out of memory, but they made their 
impression at the time. On the whole record, dis- 
closed and undisclosed, of my relations with the 
Secretary of State, beginning with the 30th of May, 
when Gen. Hurlbut brought me what I understood 
to be the authoritative declaration of the State 
Department, (that is, at least, of the Secretary of 
the State Department,) until the time when I re- 
ceived the letter of Dec. 3, my belief is that the 
Secretary of State Intended, in absolute good 
faith, to co-operate with me as he always inti- 
mated, suggested, implied, and declared that he 


would up to about the 17th day of November,’ 


When the letter of Dec. 3 reached me, (which was, 
perhaps, the 6th or 7th of December,) it fell upon 
me like a bolt from a clear sky, and I was unable 
for days to aceount to myself for it. I could not 
imagine what had happened. If I had then been 
aware of the correspondence which passed be- 
tween Mr. Hurlbut and Mr. Blaine I should 
have been prepared for it: but that corre- 
spondence was not published until long af- 
ter I received that letter, and was 
therefore in entire ignorance of it. I had the im- 
ression that Gen. Hurlbut, having waited in vain 
or somebody to come down there and interpret to 
him the letter ot June 2, had made up his mind 
that there was nothing for him in it. I inferred 
that from the letters which he had written to me. 
But Inever imagined that there was any such 
sympathy Between Mr. Hurlbut and Secretary 
Blaine as that that state of mind of Gen. Hurlbut 
would induce anything like a corresponding state 
of mindin the Secretary of State. The opinion 
which I finally eame to with reference to a reason 
for this change of base was, therefore, matured 
after some considerable time only. And it is this: I 
think that Secretary Blaine looked upon this scheme 
(without going absolutely into its merits and details) 
as something that might be utilized. I think that he 
intended to insert this claim, as it were, between 
the teeth of Chili (which I understood him to con- 
sider as a devouring lion) in such a way asto 
compe! Chili to make a reasonable adjustment with 
Peru. I still think that that was the general pur- 
pose which he carried in his mind all Summer.” 
.—Then your opinion was that the aim and 
object of the Secretary were purely political in 
this matter? A.—I never for a moment supposed 
that Secretary Blaine intended and expected to 
have any personal relation or interest in this claim 
whatever. I think he looked upon it as Secretary 
of State from his official view point, in the light in 
which I understood him to consider his duty with 
reference to Peru and Chili. I understood him 
all along as thinking that at the proper time he 
should interfere in the name of the United States 
and should compel a settlement, and that he cal- 
culated officially on bringing this claimin in proper 
diplomatic relations at the time of that settlement. 
he Chairman—Then the only use which he ex- 
pected to make of it was for official purposes? A. 
—Exactly. Nothing ever transpired which gave 
any other suggestion to my mind. 

Q.—Nothing ever occurred between you and the 
Secretary at any of these various interviews differ- 
ent from that, or which produced a different im- 
pression? A.—No. Nothing ever came to my 
mind at any time suggesting that be calculated in 
any way individually to utilize this claim in 
behalf of himself. I thought that he looked 
at it, as head of the Cabinet, for politi- 
cal purposes, and purely political purposes. 
Iam now about to speak somewhat directly to a 
suggestion which I have made heretofore that I 
would say somethingin regard to my relations to 
Gen. Hurlbut’s official reputation. At that time 
the papers were discussing very vigorously the 
question whether Gen. Hurlbut’s published mem- 
oranda and plans of various sorts which so en- 
raged Chili were authorized at the State Depart- 
ment, and I was applied to by, I think, nearly every 
newspaper in New-York to disclose any informa- 
tion or opinion which I might have on that point. 
With the single exception of the World, edited by 
Gen. Hurlbut’s brother, every paper that I saw was 
down on Gen. Hurlbut, on the assumption that he 
had exceeded his instructions. My relations to the 
Secretary of State led me to believe that he had 
not exceeded his instructions at all, and I took 
every opportunity afforded me to respond, not only 
to editors, but to representative gentlemen who 
called upon me, with the assurance: ‘I believe it 
will be found that Gen. Hurlbut is doing exactly 
what he has been told to do.” I defended him as 
cordially and heartily as though he had been my 
brother; and it was exactly that which I had in 
mind when I gave him the assurance that if 
he eo-operated with us we would gladly re- 
ciprocate, That reciprocation was then going on. 
lremember particularly being applied to on that 
point, not only by New-York editors, but by the 
correspondents of London papers, who seemed to 
think it a question of the utmost importance 
whether the State Department had authorized 
such a writing as that. This matter came 
up and I said to the Secretary: “Mr. See- 
retary. I may have gone too far; but I am 
defending Gen. Hurlbut. Iam asserting in season 
and out of season that he has done just what vou 
told him.”” He seemed pleased and a good deal in- 
terested; he rubbed his hands, (imitating the mo- 
tion,) smiled very cordially, and after a moment’s 
hesitation said: ‘‘Gentlemen, there are various 
ways to give diplomaticinstructions. Wenotonly 
write on the lines, but a trained dinlomat will 
read between the lines, und sometimes he wil! read 
onthemargin. We wil! give you,” said he, “an illus- 
tration of that. In the time of George IV. the Duke 
of York had charge of the dpilomatioc dispatches. 
He was the brotherof the King. There was an Ad- 
miral somebody [he stated the name] in command of 
a large fleet at a distance from homeand most criti- 
eally situated. The turning of a copper [illustrating] 
might represent the very slight force necessary to 
precipitate war. It was absolutely mecessary that 
the British Government should not be compelled 
to any declaration of war, but it did want a fight. 
Now, the dispatches were prepared with great 
care,and in such form that they would read re- 
markably well when published, and they instructed 
the Admiral with no end of cautions that he 
was not to do this and that he was to 
do that, and that he was not to do the other 
thing; and they tied him up so that in fact hecould 
not have fought a battle. After they were all fin- 
ished the Duke of York took a pencil and wrote on 
the margin: ‘This is all right, Bill, but —~— —— 
them, give them hell.’’’ The committee will excuse 
me, but am giving the Secretary’s words 
verbatim, “Now,” said Mr. Blaine, “within 24 
hours after the Admiral received that dispatch 
with that marginal note, one of the greatest battles 
was fought, contrary to his official dispatches, but 
exactly as his Government wanted him to do.” 
Not many weeks later than that, in conversation 
with an intimate friend of Gen. Hurlbut’s, he was 
complaining to me most bitterly, 1 think it was 
after the publication of the dispatches, that Secre- 
tary Blaine had ruined Gen. Hurlbut by leading 
him to do exactly what Mr. Blaine wanted done, 
but then publicly disavewed the responsibility 
for it. The complaint was made by such a 
yerson and under such circumstances that 
j felt warranted in repeating this conversation, 
He was surpr'sed, and a starled look came into his 
face as he said: ** Did Blaine say that? Then I have 
him, Ihave in my possession a dispatch, on the 
margin of which,in Mr. Biaine’s handwriting, is writ- 
ten: ‘Goit, Stephen!’’’ These facts, lsay, made 
a profound impression on my mind after I received 
the letter of Dee. 3. I thought | saw how Secreta- 
ry Blaine could deem it proper to lead a Minister 
to lead such a man as myself on a certain line up 
to acertain point and then drop him. 

Q.—Who is that person who had the dispatch with 
the marginal writing, Go it, Stephen’ A.—Mr. 
William. Henry Hurlbut, the editor of the New- 
York World, 

Mr. Blount—Did I understand you to say that he 
said he had the paper himself. A.—I understood 
him to say that he had the paper In his possession. 

The committee then adjourned. 
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THE PRESIDENT AT A SOLDIERS HOME. 

Fortress Monroe, Virginia, April 18,— 
The President and the Secretary of War, accompa- 
nied by Gen. Ingalls, Quartermaster-General 
George Young, of Ohio; Commodore Franklin, 


United States Navy; Representatives Henderson, 
of Illinois; Bragg, of Wiseonsin; Spooner, of 
Rhode Island: McGinnis, of Montana, and the 
Board of Managers, comprising Gens. Franklin, 
Harris, Martin, Coulter, Roberts, and Fulton, and 
Col. Brown, Inspector-General, arrived here this 
morning from Washington on the steamer Chester 
A. Arthur to inspect the Soldiers’ Home near 
Hampton, Va. They were met by Col. Livingston 
and staff, and a review was tendered, but was de- 
clined by the President. Gov. Woodfin and Gen, 
McClellan, a member of the board, soon after ar- 
rived and escorted the party to the hotel, where 
carriages were in waiting, while a salute was 
being fired from the fort. On reaching the Home, 
at 10 o’clock, the President was received with a sa- 
lute, after which the buildings and grounds of the 
institution were inspected. At 1 o’clock a lunch 
was served at Gov. Woodfin’s residence. Upon in- 
vitation of Gen. Armstrong, the President and Sec- 
retary of War paid a visit tothe Hampton Normal 
and Agricultural Institution, adjoining the home, 
and spent an hour in inspecting the buildings and 
the new quarters forthe Indian students. The 
party returned tothe Hygeia Hotel at 4:30 P. M., 
when an informal reception was held, the parlors 
being filled with officers in full dress uniform, many 
ladies from the garrison, and guestsof the hotel. 
At5o’clock the visitors returned to the steamer, 
and were soon under way for Washington, while 
the guns of the fort gave a parting salute.

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THE LAND LEAGUE CONVENTION, 
REPORTS OF OFFICERS AND RESOLUTIONS AP- 

PROVING THE PARNELLITES. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—At the meeting of 
the National Land League to-day the Rev. Father 
Walsh, of Connecticut, presented his report giving 
the receipts by States, Massachusetts heading 
the list with $41,817 43. The receipts from 
the different States were as follows: Ala- 
bama, $50; California, $50; Connecticut, 
$11,996 98; District of Columbia, $200; Illinois, 
$1,395 98; Indiana, $175; Iowa, $1,283 75; Kansas, 
$96; Kentucky, $1,280 25; Maine, $38545; Mary- 
land, $2,027 50; Michigan, $820; Minnesota, 
$492 82; New-Hampshbire, $1,056 20; New- 
Jersey, $991 82; New-York, $10,124 31; Ohio, 
$584 55; Pennsylvania, $5,298 80; Rhode 
Island, $2,819 50; Texas, $70; Vermont, $375; 
Wisconsin, $349 05, and from Canada $406. 
These amounts were received by the Treasurer 
from Oct. 10, 1881, to Apri! 1, 1882. The total re- 
ceipts since the formation of the League were $180,- 
589 25. Up to the present time there had been re- 
mitted to Mr. Egun, Treasurer of the Irish National 
Land League, and Miss Parnell, $169,262 82. 

The Secretary, Mr. Flatley, of Boston, then pro- 
ceeded to read his report, which wasa statement 
of the number of branch leagues In each State; the 
amounts contributed by each State, and the 
method of remittance pursued. The State of Mas- 
sachusetts again appeared at the head of the list 
with a contribution of $81,706 93; New-York 
being next in order with an aggregate contribution 
of $59,820 68. Tne total amount acknowledged as 
having been sent to Ireland, both direct and from 
the Treasurer, was $272,810 60, from 940 branch 
leagues in good standing. 

‘The Committee on Resolutions then reported a 
long preamble and the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That this convention of the Irish National 
Land League of the United States send to the strug- 
riing tenant farmers of Ireland an expression of pro- 
ound sympathy from the millions of their race in 
America, who are proud of their faithful and endur- 
ing adherence to the principles laid down by their 
brave leaders now in prison, and an earnest assurance 
that we will stand by them with continued moral and 
financial support until they have succeeded in abol- 
ishing their antiquated and destructive land system. 

Resolved, That we heartily indorse the desire of the 
Irish people for a national existence; and as Ireland, 
first by force, and again by cerruption, was robbed of 
her national birthright, we pledge ourselves to doall 
that is consistent with American citizenship to place 
her once more among the nations, 

Resolved, That we advise the farmers of Ireland 
to continue steadily and patiently in their passive 
resistance, which has already proved so effective a 
weapon, We exhort them to stand unfiinchingly 
by the policy lett them by their leaders now in prison, 
and to keep fresh in memory these words of 
Charles Stewart Parnell, addressed to them before 
hisimprisonment: ‘Let no man leave his post. Con- 
tinue your organization just as before, and have 
others ready to take the place of those who may be 
arrested. By this policy of passive endurance, the 
Irish people command the respect of the world, and 
prove themselves worthy of freedom.” 

Resolved, That this conyention instruct its officers 
to confer at their earliest opportunity with the Coun- 
cil of Seven chosen at the Chicago Convention, as to 
the feasibility of uniting under one head ali the Land 
League branches now organized in the United States. 

Resolved, That we express the gratitude of the Irish- 
American people to the ladies of Ireland, who, like 
**the women of Limerick,” took the place of their hus- 
bands and brothers, and, ss the risk of arrest 
gna imprisonment, nobly upheld the flag of the Land 

eague, 

Ravolwed, That we are proud of the Christian for- 
bearance of the Irish people under their dreadful ex- 
asperations, and while exhorting every man in Ire- 
land to continue to use his influencein preventing 
even the least act of violence, we solemnly charge the 
British Government with the responsibility of all 
crimes and outrages of an extraordinary nature occur- 
ring since the imprisonment of the chosen leaders of 
an indomitable and exasperated race, 

Resolved, That while we do not ask the release of 
any citizen who has violated the just law of the land, 
wo demand of the proper authorities, not as a favor 
but asaright, the immediate trial or unconditional 
release of American citizens confined without accusa- 
tion in foreign jails, 

The Committee on Officers then presented the 
following list of names of officers ror the ensu- 
ing year: For President—The Hon. Patrick 
A. Collins, of Boston; First Vice-President— 
The Rey. Patrick Cronin, of Bnffalo; Sec- 
ond Vice-President — Thaddeus Flannagan; 
Secretary — Thomas _ Filatley; Treasurer — 
the Rev. Lawrence Walsh, of Connecticut. A 
minority report was also submitted as fol- 
lows: For President—James Mooney. of Buf- 
falo; Secretary—John J. Hines, of Buffalo, 
and the same persons as were nominated 
in the majority report for the other offices. 
Mr. Collins asked to be heard, and after reciting 
his efforts in the cause of the League, said that he 
must respectfully, but firmly, decline to con- 
tinue in the office, and hoped the con- 
vention would elect Mr. Mooney, of Buffalo, 
whom he characterized as a gentleman of 
the greatest ability and of unstained honor.

It does nota 
to aclerk in the Cincinnati Post Office, who Is a subor- 
dinate, not being nominated by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate, nor sgpointed the head of 
the department, but emplo: by the Postmaster at 
his pleasure, without consultation with, or direction 
from,the department. Such a subordinate, at the 
discretion of the Postmaster who employs = 
may hold the office of Alderman, provid 
the attention required by such a position does not in- 
terfere with the regular and official discharge of his 
duties in the postal service. This was the principle 
controlling in the letter tothe Postmaster at Cincin- 
nati; it is the rule that excludes you, an officer, within 
the intent of the executive order from holding the 
office of a member of the Board of Selectmen of Mar- 
blehead. The principle has recognition in many of 
the State Constitutions, which in express terms ex- 
clude from holaing the offices of Representatives or 
Senators in the State Legislature persons holding 
office under the Government-of the United States, 
All such persons are also intended to be included 
within the prohibition of the executive order.”

mortgage bonds and $150,000, in shares, to con-

Whereas, The aid of the United States is needed for

Be tt enacted, &c., That the said Overland Railroad 
Construction Company of New-Jersey, W. Cornell 
Jewitt, of the United States, now of Paris, France, and 
his European financial associates, James Bowman, of 
the United States, and his United States associates, 
are hereby authorized to lay its tracks and telegraph 
lines over any portion of the territory of the United 
States that may be in its line for that purpose, and 
shall have the right of way for 200 feet on each side of 
the track where the same crosses the public domain, 
and to use in the construction of its road stones, tim- 
ber, and such material as may be necessary of the 
public property, provided the same does not interfere 
with any Government reservation or any lands to 
which the cm a of homestead and pre-emption may 
have attached at the time said line is located. The

TROUBLES OF A BELLEFONTE HEIRESS WHO 
WOULD WED A MINOR.

The love entanglements of Clara V. Milli- 
keu, a Bellefonte heiress, and the disputes between 
her uncle and prospective father-in-law concerning 
the disposition of!her fortune, were the basis of a 
suit in the Supreme Court yesterday.

unction of the Centre County Court, restraining 

im from receiving under a deed of trust certain 
moneys due his niece. The young lady is 22 years 
of age and possesses a fortune of over $100,000. She 
is engaged to be married to Courtland De Lacy 
Evans, of Plainfield, N. J.. a young man not yet 
out of his teens. The young lady declares that 
when she reached her majority her uncle 
induced her to make a deed of trust by 
which he was given full control of the property. 
She also asserted that this relative induced her to 
make a European trip to keep the deed of trusta 
secret from her relatives. When she became en- 
queee to young Evans the latter’s father was so- 
icitous about the disposition of Miss Milliken’s 
fortune. It is alleged that he denounced Mr, Milli- 
ken’s conduct, declaring that the deed of trust 
should be set aside, as his son would one day come 
into full possession of as large a sum, and it would 
be better if Clara’s money was likewise free to be 
controlled by herself. Miss Clara thereupon told 
her uncle that ** Curtie don’t like the deed of trust, 
and don’t want to marry me while it exists.”” She 
would not be convinced that the young man 
wanted her money, declaring that he loved her be- 
fore he knew she was wealthy, and when he could 
have had the choice of two other girls, both of 
whom were wealthy.

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THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY RAILROAD. 

New-Orteans, April 13.—The franchises, 
tights of way, surveys, &o., of the New-Orleans, 
Red River and Texas Railroad Company, 
of which Victor Meyer was President, have 


been transferred to the Mississippi Valley Railroad 
Company, the consideration being $175,000 worth 
of stock in the latter company. The project of 
the New-Orleans, Red River and Texas 
Company was to runaline from this city, on the 
east bank of the river, by Baton Rouge, to cross the 
Mississippi near the mouth of the Red River, run 
thence westward to Texas, and connect with the 
narrow-gauge syetem of that State.

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THE BAPTISTS AND THE BIBLE. 
A LARGE AND EARNEST MEETING IN THE 

CALVARY BAPTIST CHURCH LAST NIGHT, 

Followers of the Baptist faith crowded the 
Calvary Baptist Church in West Twenty-third- 
street last evening, in response to a eall asking 
them to meet to take action coneerning the refusal 
of the American Bible Society to circulate the 
Judson translation of the Bible in the Burmese 
language, the word “baptize” being translated 
**immerse” in that version. The Rey. Dr. R. S. Mac- 
Arthur, Pastor of the church, presided, and among 
those on the platform and in the audience were 


the Rev. Dr. G, D. Boardman, of Philadelphia; the 
Rev. Dr. J. N. Murdock, of Boston; the Rev. E. T. 
Hiscox, the Rey. Dr. Griffith, of Philadelphia; the 
Rev. Dr. Wayland Hoyt, of Brooklyn; the Rev. Dr, 
Edward Bright, editor of the Zxaminer ; the Rev. 
Dr. Henry G. Weston, of Pennsylvania; the Rev. 
Dr. William Hague, of Boston; the Rev. Dr. J. B. 
Thomas, of Brooklyn; the Rev. Edward Judson, 
the Rey. Dr. I. F. Elder, the Rev. Dr. G. W. 
Samson, the Rev. Dr. W. W. Everts, of New- 
Jersey: the Rev. Dr. Peddie, the Rev. R. 
B. Hull, the Rev. D. C. Potter, and many other 
clergymen and prominent laymen. In opening the 
speech-making Dr, MacArthur said there were over 
2,000,000 Baptists in the United States, with 16,000 
ministers, and no denomination in the coun- 
try was so much a unit in its princl- 
pies. He then introduced the Rey. Dr. Wayland 

yh who gave a historical sketch of the progress 
of pen mission work in foreignlands. Baptists, 
he said, had_ been foremost in the work of foreign 
missions and in circulating the Bible. If there ever 
was a version of the Bible which had a special 
claim upon the American Bible Society it was that 
of Dr. Judson. In 1835 the American Bible 
Society adopted a by-law which prevented 
them from distributing the Judson version. 
This by-law. was expunged in 1879, and the 
speaker had been told that it was stricken out be- 
cause the by-laws were ‘‘too eumbersome.” Then 
came the Fifth-avenue conference of leading Bap- 
tists, who decided that there then was nothing to 
pevent Baptists from affiliating with the Bible So- 
ciety. The American Baptist Missionary Union 
asked for $2,000 for painting and _ circulating 
the Judson Bible in Burmah, and were re- 
fused. Why did not the Bible Society print 
that version? Simply because the Lord Bishop 
of Rangoon, when he read the book, had to stop 
and make an explanation every time he came to 
the word “immerse.” The American Bible Soci- 
ety would not print the version unless the Baptists 
would allow it to put in a word which would make 
them explain. If the Lord Bishop had to ex- 

lain, the book wasn’t “catholic.” If the 

aptists had to explain it was “catholic.” 
The Rev. Dr. Edward Bright spoke next, and said 
there were three things all Baptists wonild agree 
upon: 1, Every human being who wanted to read 
the Bible ought to have ready access toit. 2. In 
translating the Bible every word of the original 
Scriptures should be as nearly as possible eye! 
translated into the vernacular. 3. Baptists coul 
co-operate with no Bible society that refused 
to make appropriations for. printing their 
version, especially when it was the only 
version known, as in the case of the 
Judson translation into Burmese. Dr. Bright 
argued at length that experience had shown that 
no denomination could organize a Bible society 
that could come within rifle range of such a body 
as the American Bible Society, and offered resolu- 
tions setting forth *‘that the Bible work of our de- 
nomination at home and abroad can be done most 
effectively and economically threngh the Ameri- 
can Baptist Publication Society and the Ameri- 
can Baptist Missionary Union; the first of these 
societies having special charge of the home 
work and the other of the foreign work, and 
in doing it through these two organizations 
there is noreason why the unity of our people 
in their Bible work should not be complete 
and universal; that in the doing of this 
home work by the Publieation Society this 
meeting sees no reason why the Board of Managers 
should not circulate the lately revised New Tes- 
timent, the commonly received version, and the 
version issued bs the American Bible Union, as 
those who would obtain tbe Scriptures by pur- 
chase or by grant may prefer.” 

The Rev. Dr. Elder seconded these resolutions 
and suggested that they be referred to a carefully 
selected committee, after which meetings could be 
held and the subject agitated until ‘* something 
permanent could be forged.” The Rev, Edward 
Judson advocated a congress of leading Baptists 
representing all sections and ali shades of feeling 
to discuss the subject, and then Dr. Bright moved 
that a committee of nine be appointed by the Chair- 
man to consider the resolutions he had offered. 
The Rey. Dr. G@. W. Samson asked to have the fol- 
lowing resolutions also referred to this committee, 
which was agreed to: 

Whereas, Baptist brethren of prominence and 
worth, who lent their co-operation in organizing the 
American Bible Soclety in 1816, found no room there- 
in for the exercise of theirrights and the develop- 
ment of their principles, ‘ but were finally compelled 
to abandon the stock which had been purchased by 
themselves and their brethren; and 

Wherecs, Through the organization of the American 
and Foreign Bible Society, in 1836. the Baptist denom- 
ination of America first attained to the independent 
dignity of giving the Word of God in its compieteness 
to foreign nations, and flourished in its work and in 
the favor of the people as jong as its managers were 
united in their counsels and labors; and 

Whereas, The American Bible Union initiated the 
quest vital movement of revising, in 1850, the English 

ible—a movement so vital and far-reaching that it 
must eventually affect every version on the globe; 
therefore 

Resolved, That we recognize the importance and 
the obligation of being perfectly joined together in 
the same mind and in the same judgment in the fu- 
ture conduct of our Bible work. 

Resolved, That the nature, raagnitude, and impor- 
tance of the work to be done render all unorganized 
effort impotent and wasteful, and thus compel us to 
recognize the imperative necessity of a Bible society 
for prosecuting our Bible work at home and abroad. 

Resoived, That we appoint a committee of five 
brethren to confer with the American and Foreign 
Bible Society, and take into consideration the feasi- 
bility of accepting proposals publicly made by its 
officers to change its name, its Board of Managers, or 
whatever is necessary to bring itinto harmony with 
the Baptist denomination, and thus make said organi- 
zation the vehicle of a world-wide Bible work worthy 
of our great people. 

The Rev. Dr. J. B. Thomas, James B. Colgate, 
and others made short speeches, and Dr. MacAr- 
thur was authorized to select the proposed com- 
mittee of nine. This committee will be announced 
as soon as it has been chosen, and the next meet- 
ing on the subject will be called by the committee. 
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THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 
PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S VETO OF THE CHI- 
NESE BILL COMMENDED. 


At the meeting of the Union League Club 
last evening, there being a very full attendance of 
members, Mr. E. F. Hinsdale offered, and the club 
unanimousiy adopted, resolutions commending 
President Arthur for his veto of the Cainese bill. 
Ex-Judge Peabody seconded the motion to adopt 


.in a brief speech, and several other members spoké 


in support of the resolutions, which are as follows: 

Whereas, It ig the sentiment of the Union League 
Club that the bill which recently passed Congress 
prohibiting the immigration of Chinese laborers into 
the United States for a period of 20 years, and provia- 
ing asystem of passports to be used by all tae Chi- 
nese subjects who may desire to enter the United 
States for any purpose, is in plain violation of the let- 
ter and spirit of existing treaties between the United 
States and China; and 

Whereas, It is one of the highest duties of a Gov- 
ernment to keep inviolate its treaty obligations with 
nations; and 

Whereas, The adoption of the policy embraced in 
said bill would tend toimpair the friendly relations 
between this eountry and China, which relations have 
been cordially cultivated ever since the year 1844, and 
would also tend to place ourcitizens and merchants 
in China on aless favorable basis than the citizens 
and merchants of other countries; 

Resolved, That this club approves of the veto Mes- 
sage of the President and commends his firmness in 
interposing his objections to the bill, and his states- 
manshipin placing this important matter before the 
country in such a light that the people may be able to 
study the subject in all its delicate and complicated 
bearings. é 

The Committee of Political Reform, through its 
Chairman, George H. Butter, submitted an elabo- 
rate report in opposition to the scheme now be- 
fore the Department of Public Works for the build- 
ing of a high-water dam and aqueduct at Quaker 
Bridge, in the Croton Valley, for the supply of 
this City. This report reviews in detail the report 
on the subject issued in January last by the 
Department of Public Works, and _ con- 
demns the proposed dam as being a highly 
dangerous experiment in engineering, because the 
dam will have to bear a strain never before applied 
to any similar work, the necessities of its situation 
requiring it to be higher and broader than any 
dam ever before built.

A NEW-YORKER’S VIEWS ON SPAIN, 
CHIEF-JUSTICE DALY READS A PAPER BR’ 
FORE THE GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 


The New-York Geographical Society #met 
last evening in Chickering Hail. Gen. George W. 
Cullum, the Vice-President, presided. He an- 
nounced the following named gentlemen as having 
been proposed for membership, and they were duly 
elected: Giles E. Taintor, William F. Ladd, Thomas 
M. North, Francis H. Markoe, M. D., Theodore 
FY Hascall, James B. Olney, Herman Leroy, 
Charles H. Phillips, William L. Skidmore, Samuel 
M. Mills, and Francis W. Williams. The feature of 


the evening was a very interesting address on 
Spain by Chief-Justice Charles P. Daly. He 
said that Spain until recently was less 
visited than any of the large European coun. 
tries, for traveling there was attended by many 
inconveniences and was not wholly free from 
peril. People traveling by private coach or upon 
amule are obliged to carry their own provisions 
with them, forthe Spanish Inn usually furnishes 
nothing but beds of straw to lie on and provende 
for the animals. Judge Daly remarked that he h 
selected Spain for his subject because it was dif: 
ferentfrom any other European country. It ig 
the oldest of the civilized countries of Westert 
Europe. Cadiz was in existence before Rome wag 
founded, ana Mal. is nearly as old as Cadiz. It 
was in Spain that Mohammedanism made its fur 
thest advances in Racepe and secured its firmes{ 
footing during a dominion and occupation of mord 
or less of the country for eight centuries. 

Spain is a country of especial interest to Amert 
cans, being the mother land of Central and South 
America, and where Columbus received that recog: 
nition and assistance that ‘enabled him to confer 
the greatest boon upon the human race that wa¢ 
ever bestowed by a geographical discoverer.’ “Judge 
Daly described at some length the geographical 
formation of the country, the soil, the climate, an 
the means of communication. He said the seat o 
the central authority is Madrid. It is tke residence 
of the sovereign and where the two legislative 
chambers of the nation, or the Cortes, sit. Madrid, 
however, is not Spain in the sense in which London 
or Paris reflect Engiand or France. It is, in fact, 
less Spanish than any other part of the kingdom. 
It is without commerce, without manufactures, an 
surrounded by a great tract of country destitute o 
agriculture. There are fine promenades, many 
theatres, and .numerous gorgeously decorated 
cafés. In general terms it is a city of pleasure 
where the morals are lax and the means of amuse- 
ment abundant. A notable feature of the geogra- 
phy of Spain is the nature of the water suvply for 
the purposes of agriculture. There are 230 rivers 
in the country, and yet many districts suffer from 
want of water. Spain is rapidly changing i 
many ways. A continuous chain of railroa 
over the whole country has brought about 
greater and more rapid intercommunication 
in consequence of which greater community of 
interest —s pe uniformity in dress and man« 
ners is appearing.

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ALLEGED FRAUD BY WAREHOUSE MEN. 

San Francisco, April 13.—To-day the 
large warehouse of T. W. Floyd & Co. was closed 
by attachment, and is now in the hands of 
the Sheriff.

DISCUSSING THE TARIFF 


——_——— 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE FAVORS 
HEWITT’S RESOLUTIONS. 

A RESOLUTION IN FAVOR OF A STRICTLY 
PROTECTIVE TARIFF LOST—SPEECHES 
OF PROMINENT MEMBERS ON BOTH SIDES 
OF THE QUESTION, 


A special meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was held yesterday afternoon to take action 
on the resolution of Gustay Schwab, presented at 
the last regular meeting of the chamber, which rec- 
pmmended the adoption by Congress of the reso- 
jution of the Hon. Abram S. Hewitt in regard to 
the reform of the tariff revenue. The resolution of 
Mr. Hewitt was as follows: 

Resolved, That the bill creating a Tariff Commission 
be recommitted, with instructions to the Committee 
bn Ways and Means to report within 30 days, oran 
Parlier date if it be practicable, a bill basea upon the 
tollowing instructions: 

1. That allraw materials, meaning thereby all ma- 
terials which have not been subjected to any process 
of manufacture, and all waste products, meaning 
thereby all waste materials which are fit only to be 
remanufactured, and ail chemicals which are not pro- 
duced in this country, and alcohol for use in manu- 
factures, shall be placed upon the free list. 

2. That, so far as possible, specific duties shall be 
Bubstituted for ad vaiorem duties, and that in de- 
termining such specific duties the average dutiable 
value of imports during the last three years shall be 
taken as the standard of value, upon which no higher 
rate of duty shall be imposed than shall be necessary 
to compensate for the difference in the cost of the 
labor at home and abroad expended in the production 
of such products, after making due allowance for the 
expenses cf transportation, and that the rate of duty 
shall not in any case, except on luxuries, exceed 50 
per cent. of such average dutiable value, 

The meeting was presided over by Mr. George 
W. Lane, and as soon as it was called to order 
Mr. Charles 8. Smith presented a petition to 
Congress of members of the Chamber asking 
that no Dill restricting the emigration of China- 
men be passed. The petition was signed by prom- 
inent members of the Chamber of Commerce, in- 
cluding A. A. Low & Co., Ives, Beecher & Co., H. 
B. Claflin & Co., James B. Colgate & Co., and Wet- 
more & Co. Mr. Smith asked that the petition 
might be considered, with a view to its indorse- 
jment by the Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Lane, 
gee decided that as the meeting was special- 
ly called to discuss the tariff question no other 


;business could legitimately come before it, and the 
petition was laid aside to stand on its merits with- 
out the indorsement of the Chamber. 


This motion having been disposed of, Mr. Gustay 
Schwab addressed the meeting on the resolution 
which he had presented at the last regular meet- 
Ing. ‘* We were told,” he said, “atthe last meet- 
ing, that by bringing up this subject we were stir- 
ring up a big hornet’s nest. This, I think, can 
hardly be maintained, for the tariff hornets have 
been out very lively for some time past. The time 
has passed when the necessity for tariff reform 
could be questioned. The auestion now is, How 
phall the tariff be reformed? The plan of Mr. 
Hewitt is the result of serious and laborious study. 
‘Whether his resolution is adopted by the House as 
& substitute for the commission bill or not, it cer- 
tainly is the first proposal made in or out of 
Congress that deserves the name of a pro- 
yramme, and that can receive and is entitled 
o the serious consideration of this Cham- 
ber.”” It had been charged, the speaker said, 
that Mr. Hewitt’s programme was free trade in 
fisguise. Mr. Schwab admitted that he was one of 
those who, in common with Mr. Hewitt, looked 
ppon a large measure of free trade as the goal to 
which every nation in this world must strive to 
rome if it expects to fulfilla grand destiny. Any 
person who objects to free trade as the ultimate 
putcome of our tariff policy hasa rightto object 
to Mr. Hewitt’s plan. “ But, gentlemen,” said Mr. 
Schwab, “are we, the Chamber of Commerce of 
New-York, prepared to go for protection as the 
permanent condition of our system? I think 
not. If we took that ground we should 
not only renounce the policy which _ this 
Chamber has_ heretofore invariably upheld, 
but we should outdo the protectionists them- 
selves, for their very high priest, the Hon. 
William Db. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, himself has 
admitted that protection cannot be justified as an 
end, but only asa means to educate a nation for 
pconomical freedom.” No great or valuable in- 
dustry, said the speaker, is threatened with de- 
struction or even with serious injury, if raw ma- 
terials are made free of duty and if the duties on 
manufactures are reduced to Mr. Hewitt's scale of 
tpecific rates, equal to from 25 to 50 per cent. ad 
yalorem, taking the average foreign value of the 
jast three yearsasthe basis of adjustment. In 
many industries Mr. Hewitt shows in his speech 
that home production has outgrown home con- 
gumption, and that what is now wanted {s access to 
foreign markets, which are closed to us so long as we 
tax raw materials. The importance of an outlet 
for manufactured goods is increased by the fact 
that we cannot always depend on finding a foreign 
market tor oursurplus of food products. ‘* Tne 
present condition of ourexport trade.” said Mr. 
Schwab, “ certainly forms a warning of what may 
bappen to us when Europe is once more blessed 
with abundant harvests. I don’t think Mr. Hewitt 
exaggerates when he anticipates evil on this side 
from such a blessing, and advises us to prepare for 
the consequences while itis time. Procrastination 
involves danger, and to no interest greater danger 
than to our industry while it is entirely dependent 
pn home consumption. The resolution of Mr. 
Hewitt, himself a manufacturer, is the first oppor- 
tunity for commerce to reassert its rights in the 
tounciis of the Nation, and I trust that the Cham- 
ber will be trué to its mission and support its dis- 
tinguished member.”’ 

Mr. Gardner R. Colby offered the following as a 
substitute for Mr. Schwab’s resolution indorsing 
the proposition of Mr. Hewitt: 

Whereas, in the opinion of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the State of New-York the existing tariff is 
rompiex, hard to be understood. and is incumbered 
with many petty and annoying details which should 
be erased from the statute-book; and 

Whereas, There are many articles which can proper- 
ly be added to the free list, and others upon which the 
rate of duty can be justly reduced; and 

Whereas, A reasonable protective tariff is essential 
to the prosperity and best interests of all classes in 
this country: therefore 

Resolved, That this Chamber recommend the ap- 
pointment, by act of Congress, of acommissionof ex- 
perts, composed of merchants, manufacturers, and 
representatives of the agricultural interests, who 
ghall be instructed to inquire into and report to the 
next Congress such facts as will furnish a basis for 
wise legislative reform in this important matter. 


Mr. Charles S, Smith seconded the substitute, and 
in doing so said: ‘*I believe that we require a pro- 
tective tariffin this country. If I were in England, 
where labor is eheap and material is cheap, Ishould 
be a free trader. But Ilaman American, and as an 
American I see nothing in favor of free trade in 
this country. What we want here is a tariff to 
meet our expenses, but no more. The proper way 
to decide what that tariff shall be isto appoint a 
tariff commission, before whom all the argument 
for and against free trade can be produced. When 
that commission, with all the facts before it, has 
reported, Congress can act intelligently on the 
subject. 

Mr. D. C. Robbins spoke at some length in favor 
of indorsing the resolution of Mr. Hewitt, in ac- 
cordance with the motion of Mr. Schwab. Reve- 
nue reform, he said, has become a necessity be- 
cause we have in our Customs list no consistent pol- 
icy with special application for revenue or for pro- 
tection. The modern problem of the protectionist 
seems to be to obstruct intercourse with foreign 
mations as far as possible, that capital and 
jabor may combine and monopolize the mar 
ket, and when a surplus occurs our manufacturers 
combine to lessen the product. Capital and labor 
Bre made as inefficient as — and the many 
puffer for the benefit of the few. Such a system 
can have no long continuance, because there can 
be no permanence in any system which is not 
based upon sound principles. The principles upon 
which all taxation should rest are few and simple, 
The things which should not, under any circum- 
stances, be taxed, are raw materials which are im- 
portant in the processes of industry, implements 
aud tools of all kinds, including shipping, which is 
the tool of commerce, and investments for 
permanence, as the taxation of these in- 
cludes cumulative taxation in the future. Cus- 
toms taxation for revenue should be drawn 
from waste or luxury as faras possible. ‘If Con- 
gress cannot agree,” said Mr. Roberts, *‘unon the 
resolutions introduced by the Hon. Mr. Hewitt, it 
does appear tome that we may as well abandon 
for the time any hope of the wise determination of 
this subject, because, should a commission meet to 
consider the claims of rival industries, without re- 
gard to any basis of action, we shall have revived 
the old and long-continued scramble for favor at 
the hands of Congress; and we should probably 
obtain a conglomerate bill, in repetition of the 
errors committed by the late Hon. Mr. Wood, when 
Chairman of the Committee on Ways and Means, 
as well as by Mr. Morrison, his predecessor. The 
Hon. Mr. Wood was impressed with the idea that 
the simplifying of the Customs list was all that 
was required; and he did it by placing manufac- 
tured articles in great variety on the free list, 
while he placed raw materials, because fewer in 
number, on the taxable list, and so reintroduced 
to the taxable from the free list at least one-third 
of all the gain made in 1870 under the supervision 
of Mr. David A. Wells. Mr. Morrison. his prede- 
cessor, conceived a similar idea, and placed on the 
free list a long line of manufactures, upon which 
the Government derived but a small income, and 
stumbled practically into more errors than Mr. 
Wood. Most surely we have had enough of this 
ignorant tinkering with the tariff; and if we can- 
not start in our work of reform upon some plan as 
proposed by Mr. Hewitt, we are justified in affirm- 
ing that all hope of reform, for the time, may as 
yell be abandoned, and thus leave the industry of 
the Nation undisturbed. We must, however, have 
a better revenuc system, because our American sys- 
tem, or, more properly, want of system, is the worst 
extant; and I regard, in this connection, any discus- 
sion at the present time about free trade or protec- 
tion as abstract questions in connection with our 
present tariff as sheer folly. We must have rev- 
enue, and toa certain extent there is no doubt 
we Go require more or less protection. I believe in 
the nearest approach to free trade possihle. I look 
upon protective duties as exceptional, but neces- 
sary—not to be dispensed with so long as the man- 
ufacturer is, for any reason, not on a level with 
his foreign competitor. I regard the policy of 
Great Britain to be, and to have always been, one 
of the most astute in the world—one of the most 

rofoundly seltish, a selfishness intensified by her 
froularity of position. Atan early period, so long 
as her manufacturers required the control of the 
bome market, she attended to it. When her prod- 
ucts became excessive, or more than was required 
at home, she adopted the policy of an_ exporting 
pation and advocated free trade with other na- 


tions. But it is noteworthy that, while advocating 
free trade bsidized . 


or the ‘let aloze’ policy. she .su 


and encouraged the formation of transportation 
lines to every portion of the habitable globe, thus 
establishing intercourse with all other markets.” 

Mr. 8. B. Chittenden said that the whole country 
was demoralized by the delay of Congress to settle 
the tariff question. As acitizen of New-York he 
felt proud of Mr. Hewitt’s speech on the tariff. It 
Was a grand speech from an intellectual point of 
View, but the speaker did not believe that Mr. 
Hewitt could stand on it for 10 minutes. He proposed 
to make this continent the dumping-ground for all 
the old iron rails in the world, which were to be 
admitted free of duty, and to continue the tax on 
pig-iron as it is to-day. ‘The ag I wish to 
make,” said Mr. Chittenden, “is that this question 
is too big for us, It must be taken up by Congress 
or acommission step by step. The iron Saag the 
thread question, and every other question involved 
in the tariff should be carefully considered. I am 
in favor of a reform of the tariff, but I don’t like to 
begin the reform by making this country the 
dumping-ground for all the old iron in the world. 
I shall vote for the substitute.” 

Mr. A. Foster Higgins thought that the speech of 
Mr. Hewitt was filled with inconsistencies. Mr. 
Hewitt was trying to ride the free trade horse and 
the protection horse at the same time. If labor, he 
said, is to be maintained at a higher rate in this 
country than in Europe, and we are to have only 
the raw material duty free. how are we, with the 
cost of transportation of this raw material added, 
to compete with foreign manufacturers? We 
should be very chary how we attack a system of 
protection under which we have gained so much in 
the past. I am in favor of the substitute cffered by 
Mr. Colby. 7 

Mr. John F. Henry also favored the substitute. 
He said that his ideas about the tarift were formed 
a great many years ago, and he had seen no reason 
to change them since. He believed that in orderto 
protect the laborers of this country it was neces- 
sary to maintain a protective tariff for at least 50 
years tocome. He favored the substitute because 
it took the whole question out of Congress, where 
it was no better understood than it was by the pub- 
lic at large. and placed it in the hands of men 
who knew precisely what the needs of the country 
were. Mr. James M. Constable, of Arnold, Con- 
stable & Co., was in favor of Mr. Hewitt’s plan for 
reforming the revenue. He thought that raw ma- 
terial should be brought to this country free of 
duty. If a tariff reform was once inaugurated in 
this country, he believed that merchants and manu- 
facturers would stcp calling for protection. Mr. 
Royal Phelps said that he agreed with Mr. Con- 
stable. The eyes of the American people, he said, 
were on the Chamber of Commerce. If it stultified 
itself by voting for protection, that vote would 
recoil on it in the future. ‘ Weare here,’ said Mr, 
Phelps, ‘as the Chamber of Commerce, not as the 
champions of protection. Let us yote as becomes 
our character as representatives of the merchants 
of this City.”’ 

The previous question was called, and the sub- 
stitute of Mr. Colby was lost by 29 yeas to 37 nays. 
The resolution of Mr. Schwab, indorsing the action 
of Congressman Hewitt, was then passed, and the 
meeting adjourned,

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BUSINESS EMBARRASSMENTS. 

The failure of Sealy & Co., manufacturers 
of hats, at No. 78 Greene-street, and at Newark, 
N. J., is reported, and the firm have sent a letter 
to their creditors calling a meeting to take aotion 
in regard to their embarrassment, to be held on 
the 17th inst. The expenses of manufacturing 


their line of goods, it is said, allowed no margin 
for profit, which, with losses by depreciation, are 
ascribed as the causes of the failure, The liabili- 
ties are reported to be about $30,000; the assets are 
nominally about the same figures, but it is thought 
the actual value will not exceed $20,000. Creditors 
expect to realize trom 55 to 60 cents on the dollar. 
The business was started many years ago, but the 
present firm succeeded E. Sealy, Jr., about two 
years ago. The factory is at Newark. 

The New-York creditors of Paterson & McKin- 
non, wholesale liquor-dealers at Kansas City, Mo., 
have received information that they have made an 
assignment to James P, Fitzpatrick. The failure is 
attributed mainly to inability to make collections 
of which, it is said, they have nearly $25,000 out- 
standing. The liabilities are currently reported at 
$20,000. They have about 10 creditors here. 

The failure of W. T. Delton & Co., general traders 
at Chippewa Falls, Vauville, and Codott, Wis., is 
announced, and the firm have made an assignment 
to L. C. Stanley. A recent inventory showed lia- 
bilities $52,081, and nominal assets $86,147, of which 
$51,944 was in book accounts and $30,923 in mer- 
chandise. They owe considerable in New-York.

OLOSE OF THE HINMAN-HARE TRIAL 


GIVEN TO THE JURY YESTERDAY—A SEALED | 


VERDICT TO BE BROUGHT IN. 

The Hinman-Hare libel suit reached the jury 
for determination late yesterday afternoon, in the 
Supreme Court, Circuit, after 26 days had been ex- 
hausted in listening to testimony and in the sum- 
ming up by counsel. It was not until 8:15 o’clock 
that ex-Recorder Smith finished his plea for the 
plaintiff and Judge Van Vorst delivered his charge 
to the jurors. The address was an elaborate and 
clear review of the facts brought out in the five 
weeks’ hearing, and it was rendered with consid- 


erable elocutionary effect. The court sustained 
the plea of defendant’s counsel that the alleged 
libelous pamphlet was a privileged commu- 
nication, unless its preparation was clear- 
ly shown to have been inspired by malice. 
This alone was the question for the 
jurors to consider. They were to determine 
whether the defendant really acted in good faith 
and asa matter of duty. It would be evidence of 
malice if the defamatory reports recited in the 
pamphlet were carelessly received, and given cir- 
culation recklessly without thought as to 
whether they were true or not. If the jurors 
found the latter course to have been that adopted 
by Bishop Hare they were to find for the plaintiff 
and give damages. If, on the other hand, the evi- 
dence was interpreted as indicating on the Bishop’s 
part action in good faith, and in the clear pursu- 
ance of a responsible duty to his church work, their 
verdict should be for the defendant. The address 
lasted exactly one hour and thirty minutes, and was 
listened to with profound attention. At its close, 
at 4:45 oclock, the jurors were ordered to retire. 
They promptly left the court-room in charge of the 
crier, and then ex-Recoraer Smith arose and quiet- 
ly took several exceptions to the Judge’s charge, 
the chief one being, however, the ruling that the 
alleged libelous pamphlet could be considered priv- 


ileged in any sense whatever. Mr. Stephen Nash 
also gave notice that he would hereafter present 


exceptions to the charge wherein it failed to pass 
upon certain requests to charge made in behalf of 
the defendant. The auditors after this dispersed 
slowly, and the lawyers began to bundle up the 
huge pile of documents and law books which had 
been overhauled in the five weeks of thetrial. At 
5:30 o’clock Judge Van Vorst returned to the 
bench, and, as there was no symptom of an early 
agreement by the jury, he announced that he 
would direct the return ofa sealed verdict, and 
then adjourned court until 10:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. At the suggestion of Mr. Halsey Fiske, of 
plaintiff’s counsel, the plaintiff's first pamphlet, to- 

ether with the alleged libelous pamphlet, were 
eft in charge of the court officer to be furnished to 
the jury if called for. 


THE O'CONNOR MURDER TRIAL. 


The trial of John O’Uonnor for the murder 
of his wife Ellen in the apartments in whieh the 
couple lived, at No. 404 East Fifty-ninth-street, on 
the morning of Oct. 8, was resumed before Judge 
Cowing in the Court of General Sessions yesterday. 
An incident or the day’s proceedings was the testi- 


mony of the son of the dead woman against his 
step-father, and the presence incourt of a bright, 
intelligent boy of 6, son of the unfortunate couple, 
who, it is said, was an eye-witness of the murder. 
After the opening of court Assistant District At- 
torney O’Byrne called Patrick Anglin, son of the 
deceased woman, who testified that he had been 
drinking on the night of the murder and was lying 
asleep in the room in which his mother was when 
his step-father came in. Aftera quarrel witness 
heard the report of a pistol and found that his 
mother had been wounded, but did not see the shot 
fired. On cross-examination Anglin said that the 
reason he did not interfere to save his mother after 
the shot had been fired was beeause he was afraid 
his step-father would “ put a ball through him,” as 
he had previously threatened. Mrs. Mary Morris- 
son, sister of the deceased woman, testified that 
when she asked who had shot Mrs. O’Connor, 
the 6-year old son of the deceased, said ‘* Papa did 
it. Heshotmamma.,” The prisoner took the stand 
in his own defense, and deniea positively that he 
had shot his wife. His testimony was similar to 
that given by him onthe first trial. Several wit- 
nesses were called and testified to the previous 
good character of the prisoner, among them the 
contractor for whom he had worked for 15 years. 
This closed the case on both sides, and the court 
adjourned until to-day, when counsel will sum up.

WHAT A STENOGRAPHER MAY CHARGE. 

A man named Magaldo was convicted of 
manslaughter about 13 years ago in the Coart of 
Oyerand Terminer and sent to State prison for 
life. His counsel, Edward D. McCarthy, desiring 
last year to make an application for a pardon for 


him, asked Robert Bonynge, the official stenogra- 
pher who took the minutes at the trial, to furnisha 
condensation of the record for him to use in present- 
ing the case to the Governor. Bonynge condensed 
the minutes into about 200 folios, and charged Mc- 
Carthy at the rate of 25cents a folio. McCarthy paid 
the money and then sued Bonynge, in the Marine 
Court, to recover $33, which sum he alleged he 
was overcharged. His caee was based upon an 
assertion that Bonynge was not entitled to 
charge him more than the statutory price 
of 10 cents a folio. Bonynge claimed that 
McCarthy had madea special agreement to pay 
him 25 centsa folio, because, in order to prepare 
the transcriptin the time fixed by McCarthy, he 
had to apes assistants. At the trial, yesterday, 
Judge Hall charged that an official stenographer 
is bound to use reasonable diligence in making a 
transcript of testimony, and that he can only 
charge the statutory fee of 10 cents a folio unless a 
spose agreement is made to pay him more in oraer 
that he shall do a special service fora lawyer. The 
jury found for Bonynge on the ground that there 
ad been a special agreement between him and the 
defendant. Mr. L. R. 8S. Gove appeared for Me- 
Carthy, and Mr. Thomas Allison for Bonynge.

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The House Committee on Railways and 
Canals has reported a bill appropriating a 
million of dollars for beginning work on the 
Hennepin Canal. Messrs. Townsgnp, of 
Ohio, and Dwieut, of New-York, both Re- 
publicans, are the only dissentients from the 
favorable report of the majority. The Demo- 
cratic members are absolutely unanimous 
In favor of the scheme, as the Democrats 
jn the House virtually are in favor 
of all similar plans for extracting money 
from the public Treasury. It will be 
perceived that the doctrines of JErrERsoN 
as expounded by Mr. Tipen find but little 
recognition from alleged Jeffersonians in 

ongress, for not the least of the objections 
o the construction of canals by the general 
Government is the constitutional objection 
to entering a State to construct a great 
yational work wholly within the bounda- 
ies of that State and mainly for its 

nefit. In any case, the one mil- 
ion asked for the Hennepin Canal is 
pot only the entering wedge for an expendi- 
ture of $30,000,000, but for a vast series of 
anal projects, of more or less dubious util- 
|ty, calculated to cost anywhere from one 
hundred to two hundred millions of dollars. 
(There is no argument in favor of the Hen- 
nepin scheme which would not apply to the 
‘Atlantic and Great Western, the James 
River and Kanawha, the Cumberland and 
‘Ohio, and several other schemes of similar 
magnitude. This whole business, whose 
only certain product would be wastefulness 
and jobbery, ought to be stopped at the 
outset. - - 4

' Capt. Howeate has slipped out of jail 
to parts unknown after a fashion which 
Btrongly recalls the escape of TWEED. Like 
the illustrious victim of New-York justice, 
Howearte was allowed extraordinary free- 
flom of motion; in fact, the ‘liberties’ 
pf the jail were in his case as 
extensive. as the boundaries of the 
District of Columbia. While, constructively, 
in prison, he contrived to run up a very 
large bill for carriage hire, and he evidently 
fischarged his social obligations with as 
hnuch fidelity as if he had been unhampered 
by any of the rules of what discontented 
Inmates usually designate ‘the bastile.” 
‘Capt. HowaaTe would hardly have been 
thought equal to the feats of financial 
sleight of hand which brought him into 
trouble with the guardians of . the 
faw had he failed to take advantage 
of the numerous facilities offered for his 
_. pseape. He seems to have quietly prepared 


for that event. secured funds from people 


to whom his trial might have brought un- 


pleasant complications, and then to have 
contrived that his nominal guardian should 


look in the other direction for the few min- 


utes necessary to effect a disappearance. 
The moral for all intending criminals is; 
“Tf you want to steal with impunity don’t 
stop short of a quarter of a million.”’ 


The difficulty of getting anything done 
bearing on a Presidential canvass in the 
interval of political rest which the country 
enjoys after a campaign is fairly over is 
illustrated in the action, or rather the non- 
action, of the National Republican Com- 
mittee on the subject of regulating the mode 
of choosing delegates to the National Con- 
vention. The last Convention directed the 
committee to prescribe rules and announce 
them to the country ‘‘ within the next twelve 
months.’”’ This was in June, 1880. On 
the 1st of July following the committee 
invited ‘‘plans and suggestions,’ to be 
submitted prior to Oct. 15. The time was 
afterward extended to Feb. 1, 1881, and 
March 1 was appointed for the considera- 
tion of these plans by the committee. The 
number submitted amounted to three—one 
from Messrs. CHANDLER and McPasrson, 
of the committee; one from Mr. Martin, 
of Kansas, and one from Mr. Groregr OC. 
GorHAM. Owing to disagreement, the sub- 
ject was postponed on the 5th of 
March for another year, being in the 
meantime placed in the hands of a 
committee of five, with Mr. CHANDLER 
at its head. A year and a month have 
passed and no addition seems to have been 
made to the suggestions, and the subject 
stands where it did. The committee of 
five are going to consider it presentiy and 
try to get the full committee together to act 
upon it, but it seems likely that the cam- 
paign of 1884 will be on hand by the time 
the new rules, which must secure to Con- 
gressional districts ‘‘ the right to elect their 
own delegates,’’ are finally announced to the 
country. 


The meeting to be held this evening at 
Chickering Hall under the auspices of the 
Free Trade Club of New-York promises to 
be one of a good deal of interest. Senator 
VANCE is one of the Southern leaders who 
do not believe that the South is to prosper 
by taxation. Prof. Sumner is one of the 
most acute, clear, and courageous think- 
ers and writers on economic questions 
in the United States. They will present the 
tariff question from very different stand- 
points, and both, without doubt, effectively. 
The meeting will afford some fair indication 
of the extent to which the revenue question, 
certainly important enough in itself, has 
arrested the attention of the public in this 
City, where, if anywhere, it ought to 
awaken it, 





MERCHANTS AND THE TARIFF. 

The Chamber of Commerce, by a practi- 
cally unanimous vote, yesterday approved 
of the tariff resolutions of the Hon. A. 8. 
Hewitt. There was not very much oppo- 
sition, and what there was went hardly to 
the merits of the question. The most ex- 
treme protectionist speech was made by a 
gentleman who, basing his calculations on 
returns made fifteen years ago, sought to 
show that Mr. Hewitr had underrated the 
difference between the price of labor here 
and its price abroad. Mr. D. C. Ros- 
Bins spoke warmly in favor of the reso- 
lutions, and said, in substance, that 
if Congress could not agree upon them, we 
might as well give up all hope of a reasona- 
ble settlement of the question. Still, he be- 
lieved that we cannot afford to dispense with 
protection, because protective duties are 
taxes in support of skillful education. Mr. 
8. B. CaitrrENDEN thought that the tariff 
should be taken up, one important article at 
a time, and so gradually reduced to reason- 
able limits. Probably this is the way in 
which the tariff will sooner or later be dis- 
posed of, because, though itis not the best 
way, it isthe one to which Congress most 
naturally inclines. Mr. Gusrav Scuwas, 
the mover of the resolution of approval of 
Mr. HewirTt’s programme, defended it in a 
very clear and able speech, which undoubt- 
edly had much to do with the action of the 
Chamber. 

The vote in favor of the Hewitt resolutions 
is what was to have been expected from the 
Chamber of Commerce. As merchants, the 
members of the Chamber could hardly have 
refused to accept these resolutions, unless on 
the ground that they do not go far enough 
in the direction of freer trade—as, indeed, 
they do not. They are extremely con- 
servative, and a tariff made in pur- 
suance of the principles which they 
lay down should satisfy all but 
the most grasping or the most ignorant of 
those who ask for a protective tariff. They 
propose, for instance, that there shall be 
placed upon the free list all ‘‘ raw materials, 
meaning thereby all materials which have 
not been subjected to any process of manu- 
facture, and all waste products, meaning 
thereby all waste materials which are fit 
only to be remanufactured, and all chem- 
icals which are not produced in this 
country, and alcohol for use in manu- 
factures.”’ Surely, this is a free list 
sufficiently modest for any one who really 
understands that a tax on raw material is 
not protection but oppression of manufac- 
tures. It will be seen that under Mr. 
Hewitr’s arrangement the free list would 
not include pig-iron, or steel blooms, or ingot 
copper, or tin bars, blocks, and pigs, (which 
forms of tin are nogwall free,) or lead in 
pigs. It would probably admit unwashed 
and unscoured wool, and silk as wound 
from the cocoon, but it would not admit 
yarns or threads of any kind. It would 
leave open to taxation every form of metal, 
however slightly worked, all kinds of ma- 
chinery and tools, screws, nails, &c., all 
forms of textile fabrics, salt in any possible 
form except that dug from the mines, most 
hides and skins, most flax, jute, and hemp, 
and every form of food product except 
grain, and even this an ingenious protection- 
ist might demand should be on the stalk, 
unthrashed. Surely this is an ample field 
for protective duties. 

When we come to the principle on which 
Mr. Hewitt proposes to tax all but the 
very limited number of articles on the free 
list, we do not see how the merchants of 
New-York could possibly advocate any 
principle more restrictive. It is absolutely 


in harmony with the cardinal ideas of pro- 


tection as laid down by the few writers 


meen penne 


who have ever taken the trouble to reduce 
them toa form in which they could be de- 
fined. The only purpose for which it has 
ever been sefiously pretended that protective 
duties could be justified is to enable Ameri- 
can manufacturers to pay the higher rates of 
wages which prevail here, and this Mr. 
Hewitt proposes to do by making the duties 
the equivalent as near as may be of the dif- 
ference in the cost of labor actually ex- 
pended on the imported articles. But, in 
all frankness, it must be confessed that this 
is not an obviously practical rule. In the 
first place, there is a much greater differ- 
ence between the wages of labor in the 
United States and those in Belgium or 
France than there is as between this country 
and Great Britain. This might be in part 
arranged by considering the absolute cost 
of the labor in a specified article, 
but there would still remain the capi- 
tal question of the value of the wages 
in this and other countries. After this had 
been disposed of and a rate of duty had 
been arrived at, it would be, as far as the 
benefit to American labur is concerned, a 
pure sham, because, though the manufac- 
turers would have been protected from for- 
cign competition to an extent which might 
enable them to pay higher wages than are 
paid abroad, they would not do so unless 
the general price of labor, determined by 
the relative offer and demand, should require 
it. As they would pay it in any case, under 
those conditions, the American laborer 
would receive from this tariff the mere shell 
of alegislative promise; the kernel, if there 
were any, would be taken by the manufac- 
turer, as it is now taken. 


On the whole, therefore, as we have said, 
the merchants of New-York, as represented 
in the Chamber of Commerce—and probably 
very fairly represented—have declared for a 
degree of freedom in commerce which is 
excessively moderate. We have no idea, 
however, that Congress will grant even 
this demand, that body being ardently 
engaged in the pleasing occupation of 
making an enormous show and_ do- 
ing nothing whatever. The most that 
this Congress now appears likely to 
do is to provide for a commission which 
shall comfortably take charge of this vexed 
question until after the next Congressional 
election, and enable members to go home to 
their respective constituencies and present 
theiraction in any light which they judge 
most agreeable to the voters. 





AN ADMINISTRATION PARTY. 

Having presumably got the vexatious debt 
question out of Virginia politics by the final 
enactment of the Riddleberger bill the Read- 
justers seem to have no further use for 
their party name, though they profess 
to cling to it for the present. But the 
old issue which split them off from 
the Democratic Party being out of the 
way they have need of some permanent 
bond of union for the coalition which was 
formed during the last campaign. They are 
or profess to be in accord with Republicans 
on questions affecting the right of suffrage 
and the protection of citizens in all their 
rights within the State, out they are con- 
scious that incidental questions of State 
policy do not furnish a sufficient basis for 
a political party. It must have relations 
with a national organization. Moreover, a 
coalition consisting of two distinct parts is 
in constant danger of being sundered. 
What is wanted is a complete coales- 
cence of the politicul forces on one side 
against those on the other. The op- 
ponents of the Virginia Bourbons in order 
to have hope of endurance and strength as 
a political force must needs be consolidated 
into a single political body holding harmo- 
nious relations with a national party. As 
the Bourbons are part and parcel of the 
Democratic Party of the Nation, it is but 
natural that the anti-Bourbons should seek 
standing and recognition as part of the Re- 
publican Party. 


Gen. Manone and his followers have ap- 
parently taken a step toward this end by an- 
nouncing themselves as ‘‘ Administration 
men,’’ devoted to the support of President 
ArtHur. Having succeeded in practically 
wiping out the Republican organization in 
their own State, they cannot very well go 
over to that, and they are for the present 
chary of assuming the Republican name. 
Many of their adherents were formerly Dem- 
ocrats, and no longer ago than the Presi- 
dential canvass of 1880 the Readjusters 
were so far from the Republican position 
that they felt constrained to support an in- 
dependent ticket of Democratic Electors, 
In the next national canvass, if they keep 
on progressing as they have begun, they will 
feel no such necessity. They evidently 
contemplate at present becoming part of a 
national organization opposed to that with 
which they had not fully parted com- 
pany two years ago. But their position is 
yet a little anomalous. It may serve the 
purpose of effecting a permanent union of 
the anti-Bourbon forces within the State, 
but it can hardly be said to bring them into 
harmony with the Republicans, and whether 
that will be the ultimate result depends on 
circumstances the course of which cannot be 
clearly foreseen. 

Gen. Manone and his Richmond organ 
announce that ‘‘ the Readjusters of Virginia, 
Democratic and Republican, will be here- 
after known as Administration men,’’ and 
their immediate purpose is to divide the 
State into Congressional districts in such a 
way as to make sure of eight of the ten Re- 
presentatives and then to elect men who will 
‘‘gsustain President ARTHUR as the friend of 
the Readjusters in the State.”’ The query 
naturally suggested is whether there is or can 
be an Administration party distinct or in any 
way different from the Republican Party. 
If not, the qualifications used by Gen. Ma- 
HONE and the Richmond Whig appear to be 
without meaning. If there is or is to be such 
a party, itisa matter which interests Re- 
publicans outside of Virginia quite as much 
as the ‘‘ Readjusters, Democratic and Re- 
publican.”? The Virginia idea of how par- 
ties are formed and sustained is not new or 
peculiar, but it has a special significance just 
now. Manone says that the President 
has extended ‘“‘sympathy and help’’ to 
him and his followers in their con- 
test against the Bourbons. ‘‘ Sympa- 
thy and help’ seems to mean of- 
fices and patronage, as well as friendly 
recognition, and as that is, in the view of 
politicians of the Mahone type, the chief end 
of politics and parties, he is duly grateful, 


and will in return support the Administra- 
tion and endeavor to secure eight members 
of the lower house to do the same. But 
notice is given that a continuance of favors 
will be necessary in order to make sure of a 
continuance of gratitude and support. The 
conditions are quite in keeping with the 
Mahone idea of practical politics, but is that 
the Republican idea ? 


If there is an Administration party in 
Virginia which is not the Republican Party, 
are we to infer that there may be such a 
thing in other States? The President has 
had little opportunity thus far to declare 
himself on questions of public policy, but 
he is aman who does not under-estimate the 
uses of patronage as a political force. 
While some of his appointments have been 
excellent and some have been questionable, 
to say the least, they have always the 
appearance of being studied with a view 
to political effect of one kind or another. 
There is generally a sentiment or a demand 
to be met, friends to be made or enemies to 
be disarmed, or a faction to be satisfied, if 
possible. The President is evidently anxious 
to alienate nobody and to neglect nobody 
who represents an influence. The recent 
appointments in Massachusetts were quite 
characteristic. The so-called ‘‘ Stalwarts’’ 
are in that State a rather feeble faction, but 
they are there, while the main body of the 
Republicans is strong and generally to 
be depended upon in its party alle- 
giance. Accordingly, a conspicuous recog- 
nition was given to the minority of the 
party for its encouragement. In this State 
an important campaign is approaching, and 
it is looked forward to by Republicans with 
some degree of apprehension. The Presi- 
dent, with his political ideas and methods 
and his past associations here, cannot fail to 
take a deep interest in it. Is there to be 
‘*sympathy and help”’ for anybody with the 
hope of a resulting Administration party, 
and, if so, will its limits be identical with 
those of the Republican Party? This idea 
of an Administration party, beginning with 
Virginia, is suggestive of divers reflections. 


Able as Mr. SurPHERD unquestionably is, 
he found Mr. Buarne to be more than a 
match for him. He was slow to discover 
this fact, however. All through the Sum- 
mer and early Fall he cherished the pleasing 
delusion that the State Department was 
working in good faith and with great zeal 
for the Peruvian Company. Mr. Biarr had 
put him ‘‘on the footing of the most favored 
nations’ with the Secretary of State. Mr. 
BuatneE had listened patiently, and appar- 
ently with deep interest, to the urfolding of 
his plan, had given him some valuable sug- 
gestions, and had in his presence written a 
dispatch to Minister Hurisut forbidding 
him to enter into relations with the Crédit 
Industriel, arival concern. He had even as- 
sured the grateful SarpHerp that he would 
‘*make it his first business’’ to secure from 
Peru and Chili a recognition of the ‘‘ Ameri- 
can rights involved,’’ which must be consid- 
ered in any treaty they might make. It is 
not to be wondered at that Mr. SurpHerp 
took a hopeful view of the situation and 
wrote our Minister at Lima from time 
to time that ‘‘our enterprise makes 
continuous progress.”’ From this dream 
of bliss he was most rudely awakened in the 
first week in December by receiving from 
Mr. Buarne that letter which, in his testi- 
mony yesterday, be described as a deliberate 
attempt to ‘‘assassinate’’ his character. ‘‘It 
was the most absolute surprise of my whole 
life,’”? he declares; ‘‘I couldn’t account for 
it, and for days it was perfectly bewilder- 
ing.”’ 

The extent to which Mr. SurpnerRD was 
‘taken in’’ by the astute Secretary of State 
is pretty accurately measured by the surprise 
and bewilderment to which he confesses. It 
is quite possible that Mr. Sarpxerp does not 
yet clearly understand Mr. Buatng. Few 
men do. There is reason to suppose, also, 
thata great many patient readers of the daily 
batch of testimony sent out from the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs are unable to 
tell what it all means. Astonishing revelations 
were expected and none have been made. 
No guano shares have been traced to Mr. 
Baie, no bribes other than that attempted 
upon Mr. Hurisvut have been hinted at. 
It is, in short, a most unfruitful and point- 
less examination. Yet when Mr. Surpe- 
HERD’s testimony is read by the light of the 
published correspondence, it seems to us 
to have a very clear meaning. Briefly 
stated, it is that while Mr. SHrerHerp 
thought he was using Mr. Buarneg, Mr. 
BLAINE was actually using him. In his 
yesterday’s testimony Mr. Snrpnerp said: 
‘* My belief all through the Summer, how- 
ever, was that the Secretary fully intended 
to co-operate with me, and I believe that 
he did so until about the 17th of Novem- 
ber. Asto his absolute good faith in the 
matter, no suggestion to the contrary came 
to me from any source all through the Sum- 
mer.’’ Without wishing to wound the feel- 
ings of the sensitive witness, it is proper 
to remark that his statements to the 
committee can be safely accepted as true 
only when they are corroborated from some 
outside source. But in this case satisfactory 
evidence of the truth of this assertion, and 
of thesincerity of his belief in Mr. Buaryn’s 
good faith and kind intentions, is furnished 
by his own letters to Minister HurLBour dur- 
ing the months of October and November. 

On Nov. 15, before he had heard of the 
seizure of CALDERON, Mr. SHIPHERD wrote 
to Minister Hurigvr that the question of a 
‘definite protectorate’? of the United 
States over Peru was being much discussed 
here. ‘‘ The general sentiment among our 
people, as among our advisers—and you 
will not forget that we include ‘representa- 
tive men and advisers of all factions and 
parties, and I may say, once for all, that no 
suggestions will be found in this correspond- 
ence which have not in the precise 
form here set down first received the 
concurring approval of all who advise the 
executive of this company—I say it is now 
the general sentiment of our people that 
there should be a protectorate if the 
Peruvian Government as such is to be 
saved. If I were at liberty to use names I 
might give that of ——, authorized to speak 
directly for ——, whose suggestion is that 
Mr. CALDERON accredit a special depu- 
tation of, say, three of his  ablest 
men to come at once to Washington 
to present to the President for transmission 
to Congress a formal application for a pro- 


tectorate.’’ It is not a difficult matter to fill 
in the blanks in the above extract from Mr. 
SHIPHERD’S letter. Other extracts equally 
to the point might be given, but one is 


enough to show that the result of his inter-: 


course, direct or through the gentleman 
whom Mr. Buarne affectionately speaks of 
as ‘‘Hewry,” with the State Department 
was a very definite belief that the Govern- 
ment of the United States stood ready to 
take Peru under its protection and defend 
her from Chilian rapacity. 

In this matter Mr. Sarp#erp had the ad- 
vantage of prior knowledge over the people 
at large. The country was not made 
aware of what had been going on in 
South America until more than a 
month later. Just before Mr. BuAInEe 
retired from the State Department official 
correspondence was published which, with 
some additions made after the accession of 
Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN, Clearly revealed 
the character and aims of the Blaine 
policy in South America. All is guess- 
work as to the motives of this policy, but 
its immediate purpose, as the correspondence 
shows, was to embroil the United States 
in the quarrels of the South American 
republics, to establish a sisterhood of New 
World nations with our country at the head, 
and in various ways to make an astonishing, 
and for this quiet Government an unpre- 
cedented, amount of noise in the world. It 
was for the accomplishment of some of 
these purposes that Mr. Buarne made use of 
Mr. SaipHeRp and the Peruvian Company. 
The guano claims, just or unjust, and the 
empting offers made by the company to 
distressed Peru, gave him a leverage upon 
the Lima Government of which he was not 
slow to perceive the value. When his 
retirement from office became inevitable, 
all his ambitious projects collapsed, 
and he suddenly ‘dropped’ Sxrpaerp 
and gave tothe world enough of the history 
of his South American schemes to clear his 
own skirts, as he thought, and present Surp- 
HERD in the light of a rascal who had failed 
in his designs upon the department. This 
is probably all there ever was in the relations 
between the late Secretary of State and the 
head and only visible substance of the 
Peruvian Company. 


A NEW DANGER. 

Only a few weeks ago we were terribly 
alarmed at the prospect of a general Euro- 
pean war, which, according to Gen. SxKo- 
BELEFF, was near and inevitable. Fortu- 
nately, the danger seems to have been 
averted, at least for the present, but in its 
stead we are threatened with a new and still 
more terribledanger. The boating relations 
of Yale and Harvard are at this moment so 
strained that their rupture seems inevitable. 
The mere mention of this fact is enough to 
throw a gloom over the entire country and 
to discourage the friends of education all 
over the world. 

The cause of the trouble is not definitely 
known, but it is understood that as to cer- 
tain important educational matters—such as 
the choice of the place where the annual 
boat-race is to be held and the selection of 
a referee—the representatives of the two 
universities are hopelessly divided. A day 
or two since the Yale President, who must 
not be confounded with another person— 
one Noau Porter, who is sometimes called 
President of Yale College—had a long inter- 
view with the Harvard Captain, and the two 
great men parted with a conviction that a 
rupture could not be prevented. The pros- 
pect now is that no boat-race will be rowed 
this year, and should this be the case, the fu- 
ture of American higher education will be 
dark indeed. 


For some years the Yale-Harvard boat- 
race has been the most important feature of 
the American collegiate course. Not only 
has it developed a high degree of skill with 
the oar among the Yale and the Harvard 
men, but it has stimulated other colleges to 
pursue boating with zeal andenergy. In 
nearly every prominent college boating occu- 
pies a place at least as important as base-ball, 
and scores of young men are graduated every 
year whose muscles show a degree of culture 
not inferior to that of the average English 
university man. 

If the deplorable quarrel between Yale 
and Harvard should lead to the discontinu- 
ance of the annual boat-race, the usefulness 
as well as the prosperity of these two insti- 
tutions will suffer a fatal blow. What par- 
ent will care to sendason to Yale when 
boating is no longer the leading study of the 
curriculum, or what young man will care to 
enter Harvard when he knows that the old- 
time facilities for learning to row have disap- 
peared? Such students as may still remain 
at Yale or Harvard after the withdrawal of 
all earnest boating men will be apt to fall 
into Greek, Latin, and other immoral habits, 
or will waste their time on worthless mathe- 
matical books, and pay no attention what- 
ever.to the development of their best and 
purest muscles. Other colleges will feel the 
disastrous effects of the abandonment of 
boating by Yale and Harvard, and it is quite 
possible that in the course of two or three 
years the boating undergraduate will become 
an entirely extinct species. 


There can be no two opinions as to the 
duty of the hour. The United States Gov- 
ernment must at once offer to mediate be- 
tween the two boating powers. Of course, 
such mediation as Mr. BLArne wanted to 
offer to Peru and Chili is not to be thought 
of. We can feel sure that Mr. Freirine- 
HUYSEN has no interest in any ‘‘claim’’ on 
either the Yale or the Harvard boat-house, 
and that he will not take the ground that 
Harvard must agree to row Yale next Sum- 
mer or prepare to be annexed to the 
Annapolis Academy as a training school 
for naval coxswains. He will, however, 
urge upon the Yale President and the 
Harvard Captain the wickedness of their 
present course and the danger with 
which it threatens the boating interests of 
American colleges. He will request them, 
in the most polite terms, to submit their 
difficulties to a board of arbitration and to 
abide by its decision. If the two colleges 
will not consent to accept the mediation of 
the United States, the latter should then join 
with England, and in the name of the boat- 
ing interests of the civilized world compel 
Harvard and Yale torow. Itis not a time 
for hesitation or vacillation. The whole 
future of aquatic education in America de- 
pends upon the re-establishment of boating 
relations between Yale and Harvard, and if 


the Administration wishes to retain the re-_ 
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spect of the Nation it must act with prompt- 
ness and energy. Se 

It should, perhaps, be mentioned that 
Cornell has suddenly shown a strange de- 
sire to row some other college. It would 
naturally have been imagined that, after the 
recent exploits of the Cornell crew abroad, 
the Cornell undergraduates would consider 
any allusion made in their presence to boat- 
ing as an insult, and would never dream of 
taking part in any future boat-race. The 
only explanation of the fact that the Cor- 
nell Freshmen are about to challenge some 
other college crew to a race must lie in the 
fact that there isa prospect that Yale and 
Harvard will not meet this Summer. The 
Cornell men may argue that now is their time 
to redeem their rowing reputation, and that if 
they come forward and outrow Ambherst or 
Columbia the public will forget all about 
the Vienna race. The threatening aspect of 
Cornell is only an additional reason why 
Yale and Harvard should be brought to 
terms, for the country must be saved the 
scandal of the explanations which the Cor- 
nell men would make were they to be again 
beaten on the water. 


DL REE OT TS ay EY 


The week just closing will long be remem- 
bered in fashionable annals as one of brilliant 
weddings and entertainments, and a noticeable 
feature of them all has been the magnificent pro- 
fusion of floral decorations at the receptions which 
have followed. In one instance the whole house 
was transformed into a veritable bower of Ti- 
tania. The hall was lined on either side by 
a dense thicket of exotic palms and ferns; 
one entered the parlor through a portiére whose 
palms and ferns conceaied the silken hangings; 
and that apartment itself was walled in on every 
hand with dense masses of verdure and flowers. 
The floral element itself is neither so noticeable nor 
so various as in former seasons. The small- 
er and less obtrusive flowers, such as violets and 
their allies, appear to be neglected altogether, 
and the passion is for full-blown roses of pure 
white or brilliant red, or lilies, whose thick white 
leaves are waxen in their heaviness. The taste is 
for wreaths and garlands of roses rather than for 
bouquets or elaborately constructed pieces; in- 
deed, the latter are soarcely in vogue at all, except 
for the hands of bride and brides-maids. The in- 
troduction of wreaths and garlands of pink roses, 
bountifully relieved with green leaves, as a trim- 
ming for the toilets of the brides-maids, has also 
distinguished one or two weddings, the effect, 
particularly when applied to such gauzy ma- 
terials as tulle or Spanish lace, being very 
striking. Although the management of such 
decorations is simpler in detail than it was 
last season, and hence more truly artistic, 
the profusion of exotics renders the pres- 
ent fashion a very expensive one. Palms and ferns 
are, of course, hired for the occasion; that is to 
say, 2 florist takes charge of the decorations, finds 
the materials, and removes them when the enter- 
tainment is over. Thus, in an hour, a fashionable 
residence is transformed into a vast conservatory 
by the hand of the floral artist and his 
deft-fingered assistants; and another hour 
suffices to reduce its apartments to the 
same barren and commonplace elegance of uphol- 
stery that marks the every-day life of people of 
opulence. It isa noticeable fact that smilax, which 
has been so popular for the last three or four sea- 
sons, appears to have suddenly parted with its 
prestige. Thisisas it should be. No artistic pur- 
pose was ever subserved by winding staircases 
and columas with thin cables of that material, 
and the eye of the true artist will be gladdened by 
its disappearanee. 

———— 

Southern journals just now picture a bright 
outlook for the agricultural operations in the 
South. They assert that the prospect, excepting 
in the recently flooded sections, is deciéedly more 
favorable thanit nas been for years past. The mild 
weather preceding the present unusual cold snap 
has greatly favored farm work in all sections 
South, and farmers are much further ahead in their 
planting than they have been in past seasons. 
From Arkansas comes the report that the farmers 
are at least a month ahead of their usual time for 
past years. Wheat and oats are now growing 
finely, and the ground is being rapidly prepared 
for corn and cotton, the acreage cleared during 
the Winter being unusually large. The crops 
of Northern Texas are likewise in good con- 
dition. The wheat there is showing symptoms 
of a vigorous growth. The oats, barley, and rye 
and corn are likewise growing very finely. The 
cotton-planting has not been begun as yet, but all 
the other crops are making satisfactory progress. 
As to the cultivation of sotton and corn in the re- 
cently flooded district there is some difference of 
opinion. Certain farmers contend that the soaking 
of the land will only favor the growth of a fine 
crop, while, on the other hand, it is insisted with 
equal confidence that as soon as the plant appears 
above ground it will be destroyed by cut-worms. 
In this connection a Tennessee newspaper says 
that some fields of wheat in Memphis and adjoin- 
ing counties are now in head, and the prospects of 
“an immense wheat yield’ were never better in 
West Tennessee. The farmers in Tipton and Lau- 
derdale Counties have already planted two-thirds 
of their entire corn crop, and the fields generally 
have been well tilled. As a whole, therefore, the 
prospects of the Southern crops may properly be 
pronounced perfectly satisfactory.

There has seldom in modern times been a 
war more financially disastrous to a country than 
that into which the late Czar was driven with 
Turkey in 1876. In 1875 the financial plight of Rus- 
sia appeared, for the first time in years, encourag- 
ing. There was even a slight surplus, instead of 
the usual heavy deficit. In 1876 the deficits began 
again. That in 1877 was 465,544,000 rubles. The 
Turkish war added to the national debt more than 
eight hundred million dollars. Since the war 
ended there has been a growth in expenditure far 
greater than the growth in revenue. This is at- 
tributed to the influence of the military party, 
which contrives to neutralize the economic efforts 
of the Minister of Finance. Such vaporings as 
those lately of Skone.err do incalculable damage 
by keeping alive this war spirit. Were Russia now 
to embark in acampaign her credit abroad would— 
unless, indeed, her suceesses should be unprece- 
dentedly rapid and decided—be gone. As it is, she 
has of late been compelled to do her borrowing at 
home because she must pay so high a priee 
abroad, There would be a frightful fallin her se- 
curities were she to go to war to-morrow, and. in 
view of her financial condition and internal 
troubles, itseems inexplicable folly on the part of 
Russians to think of such a step. Ifever an empire 
should mean peace it is the Russian Empire to-day, 
and peace, too, should mean at least half the Army 
sent home to become bread winners.

The report of the Lords’ Committee on the 
jury question attributes the present state of things 
in Ireland to the fact that the average eommon 
juror entertains a, different view of right and 
wrong from that which prevails in other parts of 
the United Kingdom, or, in other words, that he 
does not regard as criminals] men taken in the act 
of committing agrarian outrages. This opinion is 
strengthened by the evidence of Justices Lawson 
and FuirzegraLp, who instance cases in which 
jurors who had acquitted prisoners caught red- 
handed "were applauded in open. court by other 
jurors waiting to be impaneled. Before the land 
agitation began, the Irish jury system was too 
often the laughing-stock of the country. It fre- 
quently occurred that more than two members of 
a jury, upto the moment of retiring to consider 
their verdict, were unable to comprehend what the 
lawyers were making such a time over. Before 
the O’Hagan act was passed there was no difficulty 
in getting a jury that could be relied upon to finda 
verdict in accordance with evidence. The men 
who were then summoned as common jurors are 
now onthe grand and special jury panels, and, 
much as they desire to see the law upheld, consider 
it an insult when by chance they are compelled to 
serve on the common panels. Lord Dunraven 
thinks that during the enforcement of the Coereion 
law a commission of Judges should take the place 
of the jury. This would certainly be better than 
increasing the summary jurisdiction of mazgis- 
trates, as recommended by the Lords’ Committee. 
To judge by results, their powers seem to be al- 


yeady strong enough. Out of 200,000 cases brought. 


before them only 1,600 were sent for trial by jarys 
To the Irisk mind there is something solemn and 
dignified in atrial by judicial commission, while, om 
the other hand, the magisterial function is regard< 
ed with the utmost contempt. The author of the 
jury law is the present Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland, and there is no doubt his opinion has 
great weight with Mr. Grapsrons. He isa man 
of very broad views, and has risen from the posh 
tion of printer’s apprentice. The jury law was 
conceded as a tardy measure of justice, as the re-. 
sult of his advocacy. It survived the Tory régime, 
and although there are potent reasons for its sus- 
pension, it is very much to the credit of the Liberal 
Government that the idea has been so repugnant 


to it.

FOREIGN MEN AND DOINGS. 


Emigration from Great Britain to Canada 
promises this season to be very large. Two weeks 
ago 850 heads of families, representing capital of 
over $500,000, were about to sail from Liverpool 
bound for Manitoba and 500 more are expected to 
depart within a fortnight. 


The new Lord Wilton promises to become the 
first man in the English sporting world, Egerton 
Lodge with its fine stud of hunters having been left 
to him by the late lord, while he has been left an 
income of £70,000 to support it with. To his see-. 
ond son, Mr. Seymour Egerton, the late lord be- 
queathed only £25,000, and that is strictly tied up.: 


Tke working classes of Berlin celebrated @ 
few weeks ago the anniversary of the chief street- 
fighting there during the revolution of 1848. The 
graves of the numerous civilian victims were vis- 
ited and wreaths were deposited upon them. No 
color except white was permitted to be displayed. 
Each wreath was carefully examined by the Police, 
who removed one or two that were deemed objec- 
tionable. 


For the inhabitants of all the fishing towns 
in Brittany south of Brest, who have for years ob- 
tained their livelihood from sardine fishing, a great 
calamity is now threatened. The men go out in 
their boats as usual, but they return without any 
fish in their nets. Apparently, the sardines have 
deserted the shores of Brittany for other waters, 
so that poverty is thus staring in the face some of 
the hardest working peasants in France. 


Trading operations between the Merv Tur- 
comans and the Russians are said to be rapidiy 
strengthening the friendly relations of the two 
races. Into Arkabad the Mervians are taking their 
horses, cattle, carpets, and silk, while the mer- 
chants of Arkabad, in turn, are opening up a reg- 
ular road for their wares into Merv, a caravan of 
camels having taken a quantity of manufactured 
goeds into the country in February last. Roads 
are being mended by both parties, and in the 
Akhal Tekke oasis the planting of trees has beep 
begun. 


Some one has brought to light an amusing 
letter which Adam, the French composer, once 
wrote to a man who had sent him the libretto of a 
proposed opera called “ Eve,”* for whieh he hoped 
M. Adam would feel called upon to write the 
music. The composer read the text, and on find- 
ing it devoid of both literary and dramatic merit, 
returned it with the following note: “ Very much 
honered Sir: To my lively regret I find it quite 
impossible to avail myself of the aceompanying 
libretto, with an offer of which yourigreat goodness 
has prompted you to fava me.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA TRIALS. 
€LAIM THAT A REPUBLICAN SUPERVISOR 
PLACED DEMOCRATIC TICKETS IN A 


BALLOT-BOX. 

Cuarueston, 8. C., April 13.—There 
were numerous extravagant rumors afloat re- 
garding the possible course of the defense to 
contradict the evidence introduced by the 
prosecution before the United States Circuit 
Court met this morning, but no one not 
in the secret was prepared to hear Repub- 
licans charged with stuffiing the Acton ballot- 
box with Democratic tissue tickets. The de- 
fense waived the opening speech, and put Jo- 
seph Bates, Chairman of the Managers, on the 
stand as its first witness. He testified that the 
Managers did everything Republican Super- 
visor Kane desired them todo. There were 
no tissue ballots tied to the box. Kane had 
his hand in the box, and soon after 
a bundle of tissue tickets was found. 
Kane had been near the box-lid before the 
strings were discovered. Kane was very 
officious. The colored voters were very inso- 
lent and boisterous. The election was fair. 
During the cross-examination he said he 
obtained the box in Seibel’s office and gave it 
to Gaydon to carry it to Acton. He heard 
Kane say, after the box was opened: “ Boys, 
you are gone up; the box is full of little 
jokers.”’ e saw strings on the lid, but would 
not allow Kane to mark the box. He did not 
know how many Democrats voted. W. H. 
Reeves, a Democratic Supervisor, sub- 
stantiated Bate’s testimony.  G. : 
Draft, J. B. Seay, and J. L. Scott 
swore they would not believe Hinton on 
oath. Thomas Miller, a colored Democrat, 
said he did not vote because he was afraid to 
vote the Democratic ticket. W.S. Monteith 
swore Kane was handy with a pack of cards. 
H. S. Thompson, State Superintendent of Ed- 
ucation, testified that Bingham’s reputation 
for veracity was bad, and he would not believe 
him on oath. An old indictment for larceny, 
upon which Kane had been tried and acquit- 
ted, was introduced to break down his testi- 
mony. It was shown that Circuit Judge Car- 
penter rebuked the solicitor for bringing such 
an indictment into court, This closed the evi- 
dence for the defense. 

Mr. Dallas Saunders made the opening ar- 
gument for the prosecution. He briefiv re- 
viewed the evidence in the case, and ridiculed 
the attempt to charge a Republican Super- 
visor with stuffing the box with Democratic 
tissue tickets. He alluded to the prevalent be- 
lief that no jury in South Carolina would con- 
vict Pager accused of election frauds, and 
called attention to the undisguised fact 
that the State officers were protecting 
violators of the Election law from _ be- 
hind the scenes. Col. Haskell, in reply, 
said the statements made by his ‘‘ Philadelphia 
friend” were absolutely false. He argued that 
the Managers of the election had violated no 
no law, and Supervisor Kane had stuffed the 
box and tied the strings to the lid of the box. 
At the close of his speech the court adjourned 
until to-morrow. Special Attorney-General of 
United States Kerr was introduced to the 
court by the District Attorney, and, signing 
the roll of attorneys, took his seat among the 
counsel for the prosecution. 
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CHICAGO MARKETS ACTIVE. 
4HIPPING MEATS BACK FROM EUROPE—FEA- 
TURES OF YESTERDAY’S MARKET. 

CuicaGco, April 18.—The news arrived here 
to-day that 200 boxes of middles had been resold in 
Liverpool and shipped to New-Orleans. It was 
also stated that a Chicago firm had reshipped a lot 
of meats from Antwerp to New-York. Prices 
here have for a long time been much above 
those in Europe, and a few weeks 
ago persons in the West bought a big 


lot of American meat from holders in Europe. 
These were supposed to be short sales at the time 
and would net a handsome profit now if the meats 
could be delivered on those figures, which were not 
much above the basis of 8 cents per pound in 
Chicago, with freight added. Through freights to 
Liverpool were firmer to-day. They were quoted 
at 18 cents per 100 pounds on grain. The lowest 
price thus far has been 17% cents, though 
some eople have said that 5 cents 
was taken. The Allan line of steamers 
took hold last week at 14d. to Liverpool and 1d. 
to Glasgow, while 34d. to London was accepted 
last Thursday by another line. These figures are 
iow enough surely. They would scarcely be ac- 
cepted if carriers were not convinced that there is 
very little to be carried across the ocean. 

All the leading produce markets were active 
to-day und very irreguiar. Grain was much 
hicher early, under a sharp pressure to 
fill stocks in corn and oats. But the 
leading long wasafree seller of corn at the ad- 
vance, and the market broke heavily, carrying 
wheat and oats back after it. There was an active 
shipping demand for corn, including some export 
orders. Provisions were strong at the outset, with 
heavy trading in lard, but weakened as corn fell 
back. All reacted later in the day, and closed at 
near the top prices of the session, though 
the milder weather favored lower prices on bread- 
stuffs. There was an active export inquiry for 
flour, both here and in Milwaukee. Our receipts of 


grain were small, except that those of No. 2 wheat © 


showed a material increase. There was a fair 
number of buying orders from outside, which sent 
wheat up in sympathy with corn, and they fell 
back when that weakened, reacting in company 
with the latest advance incorn. There was little 
pews from the country in regard to Winter wheat, 
and no material change in the situation of the 
April deal, which was held steady at $1 36, with car 
lots of No. 2 at $1 35. 
Corn was inactive and irregular. Futures advanced 
U% cents, fell back 14g cents, and closed 15¢ ceuts 
higher than the preceding afternoon. Our receipts 
were again small, though exceeding those 
of Wednesday. ‘ihe reported shipments were 
large and there was an active ship- 
ping demand to-day, including some direct 
orders for export. Liverpool was called firm, and 
private advices indieate a very strong tone, owing 
to reports of the rapid decrease in stocks in the 
West. It isunderstood that Danubian corn will be 
held higher if they suppose there is to be littie or 
no competition from America. At the same time 
the foreign demand here to-day shows that the 
Danubian supply is not so voluminous as has been 
represented by some. The situation invited heavy 
buying to fill shorts, mostly for next month, 
but the demand was met so freely by 
jeading longs as to causea sharp set-back. The 
decline was, however, only temporary, the latest 
prices being the highest known inthis market 
since Oct. 3 last, and with the exception of that 
point the highest price ever paid in Chicago. An 
exporter remarked to-day: ‘‘English buyers want 
ourcornnow. They are sending orders freely. 
Ten days ago they would not answer our cabies in 
regard to corn, though we then offered it at lower 
prices.”’ 

A petition is in circulation, which will soon 
be submitted, asking that the Board of 
Trade rules in regard to fixing the price 
on defaulted contracts may be amended 
s0 that the settling price decided on by 
the committee shall not be more than 10 
per cent, in excess of the lowest price for any of 
the four succeeding months. n finding this 
figure the average lowest price of these 
four futures for the iast three days of the 
month in which the contract matures is to 
be taken. It is believed that such a rule 
would not only aet as a curb-bit on corners, 
but also consign them to oblivion forever. The ad- 
vocates of the clause say that. by taking the lowest 
average of three days for the four succeeding fu- 
tures, the rule would crush out “squeezes” and 
make it necessary for a combination to run a 
corner perpetually, if they wanted toatall. Ifa 
corner were conducted in May, under this rule, the 
proprietors would have to buy August very freely 
on the last three days of May, in order to raise the 
average on which the settling price would be de- 
termined, and probably the offerings of August, 
with the rule as a protection, would be so enor- 
mous that no — would care to load up 
and carry along the deal, which would soon 
assume such proportions that it would swamp 
a Rothschild—if not a McGeoch. The shorts, thus 
protected, would also rest securely until the end 
of the cornered month if they found the clique 
were squeezing them unreasonably, which the as- 
sistance of the rule would probably prevent. The 
friends of this proposed rule have great 
faith in it and are going to exhibit it soon. Har- 
mon Spruance is now carrying it around in his 
pocket, but it will doubtless reach the bulletin- 
board the last of the week.

A member of the firm of Armour & Co. was this 
evening asked for information concerning the re- 
shipment of meat from Antwerp back to New- 
York.

York, but their action is not of much consequence.” 

“Is it true that the prices here are higher than at 
Antwerp?” 

**Oh, yes. Any one who knows anything about 
the trade knows that boxed meats bave been sell- 
jug 1 cent cheaper there than here.” 

“It is reported that Armour & Co. have pur- 
chased a quantity of boxed meats in Antwerp. and 
bave had it shipped back to this country. Is 
that so?’ 

“We have bought the meats, but have not 
brought them from Antwerp yet. We expect to 
do so, however, and will knowin afew days. The 
people over there have been selling short and are 
in trouble, so it may not be on account of the price 
that we have them shipped here. i 

This looks as though the Antwerp boys will be 
squeezed a bit and receive a first-class lesson in 
the way a Chicago corner is usually manipulated.

GIFTS TO CHARITABLE, MEDICAL, AND OTHER 
ASSOCIATIONS OF NEW-YORK AND POUGH- 
KEEPSIE. 

PouGHKEEPSI®, N. Y., April 13.—Among 
the provisions of the will of Dr. Edward L. Beadle 
are the following: Twenty-five thousand dollars 
are set apart for the income of certain persons dur- 
ing life, and at their death the amount is to be dis- 
tributed equally to the following New-York City 
organizations: The Presbyterian Hospital, St, 
Luke’s Hospital, New-York Eyeand Ear Infirmary, 
New-York Lying-in Asylum for Women, and New- 
York Academy of Medicine. In each of the four 
first named the sum is to be used to endowa bed 
in Dr. Beadle’s name for poor patients. A second 


$25,000 is similarly left, to be distributed as follows:

the remainder to be equally divided among the 
General Synod of the Reformed Church in America 
for the disabled ministers’ fund, the New-York In- 
stitution for the Blind, the American Bible Society, 
the Children’s Hospital and Nursery of New-York 
City. and the New-York Society for the Relief of 
the Widows and Orphans of Medical Men. Besides 
the above reversionary bequesfs the following di- 
rect gifts are made: The Poughkeepsie Orphan 
House and Home for the Friendless, $5,000; St.

DISASTROUS BOILER EXPLOSION. 
SIX PERSONS KILLED AND MANY INJURED 
IN BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, April 13.—A large boiler in the 
building in Pratt-street, next to the corner of Fre- 
mont-street, exploded this afternoon. The part of 
the building where the explosion occurred was 
occupied by A. H. Sibley & Co. as a chop and 
feed mill, and the floor above and first floor 
adjoining in King-street were used by Mil- 
ler & Coleman as a sash and door factory. 
The machinery had been idle for some time for re- 
pairs, and fire had just been started to resume 
work when the explosion occurred. <A portion of 


the boiler was propelled northward, entirely de- 
molishing two two-story brick dwelling-houses in 
King-street, and throwing down the side wall of a 
rear building oy 

At the time of the explosion the following per- 
sons were in the engine-room: John Addison, en- 
gineer; Harrison Waters, (colored,) fireman; An- 
drew Cooper, machinist, who had been making re- 
pairs, and Frank Kraning, a boy of 15 years. Ail 
were killed except Ee and he was so badly 
scalded that there is little hope that he 
will live. In the house No. 173 King-street 
George Pentz, 19 years old, was killed and 
Ida Rasenberg had one of her legs broken; 
Elien Rawlings, a colored servant, was severely 
hurt by the walls falling upon her. In No. 171 
King-street Grace Gray, 20 years old, was killed. 
In the yard adjoining the factory Abraham Hep- 
bron, (colored,) unloading a lumber wagon, was 
struck by a flying missile and his skull frac- 
tured. James Roden, 15 years old, had his skull 
fractured; Edward Callahan had a leg broken. 
Mrs. Margaret Kauf, living at No. 454 Pratt-street, 
adjoining the factory, was standing at her wash- 
tub in her kitchen when she was struck by the fly- 
ing bricks and killed. C. W. Gates, at work ina 
granite yard asquare distant, was struck in the 
face by a brick and severely hurt. Edward Kelley, 
one of the employes in the building, had a leg 
broken,and several others were less seriously hurt. 
The building and machinery and dwelling-houses 
are owned by Richard Cromwell, Jr. Several 
bodies are supposed to be still under the ruins, in- 
cluding those of the engineer, fireman, and the boy 
Kraning. Firemen are at work to recover them. 
The damage to property and machinery is esti- 
mated at about $8,000. There was a similar ex- 
plosion in the same building 12 years ago, when 
five persons lost their lives.

HENRY P. ROSS. 

The Hon. Henry P. Ross, President Judge 
of the Judicial District of Montgomery County, 
Penn., died about 7 o'clock last evening in Norris- 
town, Penn., of inflammatory rheumatism, after an 
illness of about three weeks. During the first part 
of his sickness it was not thought it would prove 
fatal, but within the last few days a change for 
the worse took place. Judge Ross, who was a 


Democrat, was born in Doylestown, Bucks Coun- 
ty, Penn., Dec. 16, 1836. He entered Princeton Col- 
lege in 1853, and was graduated in 1857, receiving the 
degree of Bachelorof Arts. He then entered the 
law Office of his father, the Hon. Thomas Ross, in 
Doylestown, and was admitted to the Bar in 1859. 
In 1862 he was nominated by the Democratic Party 
for District Attorney, elected, and served for three 
years, after which he was nominated for Congress, 
but was defeated by his Kepublican eompetitor. 
In 1864 and 1868 he represented in part the Demo- 
crats of the Sixth District at the National Presideu- 
tial Conventions. In 1869 he was elected additional 
Law Judge for the Seventh District, composed of 
Bucks and Montgomery Counties. Soon after 
the counties were made into separate dis- 
tricts, and in 1871 he resigned and was 
elected President Judge of Montgomery County. 
In 1874 he was the leading candidate for Supreme 
Judge at the Pittsburg Democratic Convention, 
but was beaten by a combination of all the candi- 
dates against him. In 1875 he was a candidate for 
Governor atthe Erie Convention, where he was 
beaten by a sudden movement in favor of Judge 
Pershing. He was married in 1875 to Miss Emily 
Genung, of Brooklyn, N. Y., who survives him. In 
his death the State loses one of her most eminent 
jurists.

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FIRE IN A CARRIAGE FACTORY. 


a 
A LARGE BUILDING BADLY DAMAGED AND 
A QUANTITY OF STOCK DESTROYED. 


A fire which broke out shortly after 9 
o’clock last night in the extensive carriage faetory 
of R. M. Stivers, in East Thirty-first-street, be- 
tween Third and Lexington avenues, taxed the en- 
ergies of that section of the Fire Department 
doing duty on the east side of the City for nearly 
two hours before it could’ be subdued. The fac- 
tory is one of the largest of its kind in 
the City, and there are usually from 100 to 
150 workmen employed there. The building has 
a frontage of 125 feet on Thirty-first-street, num- 
bering from No. 144 to No. 152, and is irregular in 
its depth. It was originally three stories in height, 
to which a tall mansard roof was added some 


years ago. On each end and in the centre were 
square towers, the one in the centre rising toa 
much greater height than the end ones, ind was 
surmounted bya tall flag-staff. The factory was 
closed up at 6o’clock and left in charge of two 
watchmen and a stableman who cared for seven 
horses stabled in the basement of the building. 
The fire was discovered by one of the watchmen 
on the third floor of the building, beneath the 
centre tower, and was burning fiercely among the 
hight, inflammable material stored there. An 
alarm was sent out from the signal-box at Thirty- 
first-street and Third-avenue, and in less than five 
minutes Chief Fisher, of the Eighth Battalion, 
with Engines Nos. 1, 16, and 21, and Hook and 
Ladder Trucks Nos. 7 and 8 had arrived. By the 
time the firemen had unreeled their hose and 
raised ladders to the front of the building the 
ames had extended east and west through 
the third floor, and threatened the entire 
structure. Chief Fisher immediately sent out a 
third alarm, which brought Chief Bates to the 
scene with reinforcements of eight engines and 
three nook and ladder trueks. Assistant Chief 
Shay and Battalion Chiefs Campbell, Bresnan, 
Miller, and Gicquel and President Gorman were 
also present. The fire was now attacked with vigor. 
Tall extension ladders were thrown up against the 
front of the building and lines of hose were carried 
up by the firemen for a battle with the fire 
at close quarters. Several lines of hose 
were also carried over the roofs of the dwellings 
adjoining the west end of the burning factory and 
through the hallwavs of the houses on the north 
side of Thirtieth-street, and the fight against the 
fire was made from all sides. The flames had, 
however, taken possession of the mansard roof, 
and all the efforts of the firemen seemed powerless 
to dislodge them. The centre tower was one mass 
of flames, and the men of Engine No. 1 at great 
danger mounted to the top rungs of a ladder, and 
standing almost in the midst of the flames. directed 
astream of water on the burning mass. Engines Nos. 
3 and 28, two powerful steamers, were summoned 
by special calls, and by the use of siamese butts 
two powerful streams of water were thrown from 
the street to and over the burning roof and tower. 
The tall flagstaff toppled over and threatened to 
fall on the firemen working on the ladders, but, 
fortunately, when the step burned away it fell into 
the building and did no damage. At 11 o’clock the 
fire was under control, but it was long after mid- 
night before it was extinguished, The third floor 
of the building was gutted and the roof was 
burned off. The lower floors were deluged. Repre- 
sentatives of proprietors of the factory stated that 
the entire stock and machinery in the burned 
factory was worth trom $200,000 to $250,000. There 
were 200 finished carriages in the building, valued 
at from $400 to $1,000 each. Many of these were 
destroyed or badly damaged. The horses were 
removed in safety, and a number of car- 
riages and wagons were dragged out into 
the street. The loss on stock and machin- 
ery is roughly estimated at $80,000. ‘The 
building is owned by Mr. Stivers, and it will proba- 
bly cost $10,000 to repair the damage done by the 
fire. The loss is covered by insuranee. Neither of 
the watchmen could give any information as to 
the origin of the fire. There was a rumor in circu- 
lation that the fire had been kindled by an incen- 
diary and that some strikers were responsible for 
it, but Mr. Stivers said that there was no strike at 
his factory nor had there been for many years. 
When the fire broke out the audience in Parker’s 
American Theatre, on Third-avenue, between 
Thirtieth and Thirty-first streets, became some- 
what excited atthe noise and clatter of the en- 
gines as they arrived in rapid succession, and the 
excitement increased when the smeke from the 
engines made its way into the auditorium. A 
large portion of the audience left the theatre bur- 
riediy, buta panic was happily averted. During 
the rush for the doors one lad was slightly injured.

Franklin Wyman’s lower paper mill, at 
Westminster, Mass., with 25 tons of finished paper 
and valuable machinery, was burned yesterday af- 
ternoon. Wyman's loss is estimated at $40,000, 
with insurance of $13,500, divided among the fol- 
lowing companies: Phcenix, of Brooklyn; Queen, 
of London; Liverpool and London and Globe; Me- 
tropole, of Paris; Fire Association, of Philadelphia; 
Guardian, of London, and Watertown. 

The Summer boarding-house of Mrs, James 
Armstrong, on the Germantown Branch of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, in the northern 
part of Philadelphia, was destroyed by fire at an 
early hour yesterday morning. Fires were started 
in the heaters Wednesday to prepare the house 
for the Summer geason, and it is supposed that an 
overheated flue set fire to the building. The loss is 
estimated at $10,000, 
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A DESTRUCTIVE STORM. 
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HAIL-STONES DESTROYING CROPS — OTHER 
DAMAGE NEAR NEW-ORLEANS, 
NEw-ORLEANS, April 18.—A severe rain and 
bail storm visited Opelousas Tuesday afternoon. 
Hail-stones larger than hens’ eggs fell ina heavy 
shower for 20 minutes, smashing window-glass, 
cutting vegetation to pieces, and doing great dam- 
age to crops for miles south and west of the town. 
A special to the Zimes-Democrat from Morgan 
City, this State, says: ‘* The gauge stands 40% feet, 
an increase of half an inch in the last 24 hours. 
Last night this region was visited by the most ter- 
rible storm since September, 1879. Houses were 
shaken from their foundations, and cisterns, fences, 
smaller cabins, sheds, and outhouses were set 
adrift. The storm commenced at about 9 o'clock 
and lasted two hours. The water rose very rapidly 
to 46 inches above the highest mark of 1874, but fell 
during the morning. At Drew's mills. five miles above 
here,the entire settlement, with the exception of the 
proprietor’s dwelling, wassweptaway. The settle- 
ment numbered about 20 dwellings, and some of 
the inmates lost their personal effects. At 
a point 10 miles above here two aweilings and their 
contents were wrecked. Franconi Perrelline and 
his wife were near being lostin the flood, being 
swept off in their house. In Berwick a school- 
house was blown from its foundations. A 
portion of Mr. Falgot’s house and its con- 
tents drifted off, as did several small 
houses in Freetown. The Atchafalaya, Boeuf, and 
Schafer have been full of drifting portions of 
dwellings, lumber, logs, and wood all day. A small 
boat, containing several officersof the Morgan 
Line, was capsized during the storm, and, as the 
current was yery strong, the gentlemen had a nar- 
row escape from drowning. The Ramos railroad 
bridge has gone at last, having given gy Few 
the storm. - Telegraph poles were struck by light- 
ning and otbers were carried away by the driftlogs.

MOVEMENTS OF STRIKERS. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., April 13.—The Pacific 
Mill made decided gains this morning, 32 additional 
weavers and 10 spinners being engaged. More than 
one-half the cotton spinning machinery at the 
lower mill isnow in operation, also 744 looms. The 
total number employed this morning was 249 
weavers and 23 spinners. 

Fatt River, Mass., April 13.—The strike 
among the cotton operatives is already beginning 
to spread. The spinners in the Shove Mill quit 
work this afternoon. The cause of their action is 
said to be the same as that which caused the strike 
in the Sagamore Mili. The strikers are not mem- 
bers of the spinners’ union, and are a poor lot 
of workmen. They were employed as ‘‘knob- 
sticks” when the great strike was in progress, and 
have since been employed in the mill. They 
have several times struck work, but on nearly 
every occasion returned without a0 pee evegge od 
anything. The weaving, carding, and other de- 
partments are still in operation, but will suspend in 
a few days if the spinners do not return to work. 
Help in other mills, where similar grievances exist, 
are in a restless condition, and it is anticipated 
that several mills will be in trouble before long. 

Lonpon, Ontario, April 13.—The striking 
shoemakers returned to work to-day, having been 


granted the advance in wages asked for, namely, 25 
cents per pair.

FROST IN PEACH ORCHARDS. 


_—-—~.—--—— 
THE BUDS IN MARYLAND AND DELAWARE 
PROBABLY LITTLE INJURED. 

BERLIN, Md., April 13.—A few days make 
great changes in the temperature of this county. 
When I wrote from here last Saturday the weather 
was warm, with a balmy south-west wind blow- 
ing gently through peach orehards in full bioom. 
Easter Sunday morning came with east winds, 
clouds, and slight rains, but unusually warm 
weather with the winds from that quarter. Mon- 
day was decidedly stormy, but in the morning the 
weather, with the wind from the north-east was 


not very cool, and no one expected any other 
change than to clear weather and warm 
winds from the south. But by sundown 
on Monday the wind shifted to the north-west and 
blew quite briskly from that quarter all night, 
bringing severe frosts, and in some exposed places 
there was a slight formation of ice. The wind 
which prevailed ail night doubtless saved the 
young peaches from being frozen, and the water 
was shaken from the bloom, and little anxiety was 
felt for the crops as the faith was strong here that 
the weather would moderate. But Tuesday night 
was stil! colder, and ice was formed hore a quarter 
of an inch thick, but as there was a slight wind 
prevailing all night I think no material 
damage has been done to the fruit crops here, al- 
though there was a slight frost last night. But 
should there be many more nights like the past 
three the peach crop on this peninsula will be very 
much less than has been anticipated for the past 
month. It will take several days to ascertain posi- 
tively if these three nights of frost have injured 
the peach crop. ‘The impression entertained by 
many of the growers here is that an injury has 
beef sustained, but as there was only a very small 
crop last year and the trees are in this region in 
a very healthy condition, I think the clop has not 
been iniured. Dispatches from Wyoming and from 
Felton, in Delaware, report less severe frosts than 
felt here, and a general belief that slight damage 
has been sustained by peach orchards around these 
peach centres. 

RiIcHMOND, Va., April 13.—Up to yesterday 
the cold snap of the past few days had done no 
pereeptible damage in the viciuity of this place, but 
a heavy frost last night had a fatal effect on all the 
early fruits, such as apricots, peaches, strawberries, 
&c. As the latter will continue to put out fresh 
blossoms for several weeks the crop will only be 
delayed. A heavy frost is reported to have oc- 
curred last night in the counties along the line of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway, which, it is 
feared, has been very destructive.

WARD'S SPECIAL LAWYERS 


HOW THE EX-ATTORNEY-GENERAL 

; TRANSGRESSED THE LAW. 

SMPORTANT COURT OF APPEALS DECISION— 
PRIVATE COUNSEL SHOULD NOT BE RE- 
TAINED FOR THE STATE IN RECEIVER- 
SHIP CASES—FUNDS OF INSOLVENT COR- 
PORATIONS MUST BE GUARDED BY THE 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


During Hamilton Ward’s incumbency of the 
Office of Attorney-General he made it a practice to 
‘employ private counsel in Receivership cases, 
‘The lawyers so employed obtained large allow- 
iances, which were paid from the funds in the hands 

f the Receivers of the insolvent corporations. The 


practice was, however, an entirely unwarranted 
land illegal one, and the Court of Appeals on Tues- 
day stamped it as such in an instance arising in the 
ontinental Company’s litigation. The opinion of 
the Court of Appeals was written by Chief-Justice 
Andrews, and was concurred in by all his associates 
cept Judge Rapallo, who was.absent. Under the 
opinion the money obtained by rapacious counsel 
m the funds of bankrupt corporations may be 
vered. The case decided came up on appeal 
from the General Term of the Supreme Court 
granting an allowance of $3,500 to special counsel 
employea by Ward and direeting the Receiver of 
the Continental to pay the money. The eounsel 
twas retained by Ward in February, 1880, to appear 
for him in the action in which the Receiver was ap- 
pointed, ‘“‘and in all proeeedings therein and in 
relation thereto, with full authority to represent 
him and act for him therein and receive all papers 
and pleadings in said proceedings.” No objection 
was made as to the amount claimed by the special 
counsel, which was admitted to be reasonable. 
Chief-Justice Andrews, after reciting the facts ex- 
plaining the application, says: 


“We have not been able to find any statutory 
guthority conferred upon the Attorney-General to 
appoint special counsel to act generally for him in 
the conduct of suits or proceedings in which the 
Btate is interested. The Revised Statutes (1 R. 8. 
1164, section 15) authorizes the Governor to employ 
counsel to assist the Attorney-General in any suit 
or proceeding prosecuted or defended by him in 
behalf of the State. By chapter 357 Laws of 1848 
tthe Attorney-General is authorized to employ ad- 
ditional counsel in prosecuting or defending suits 
In which the people@re a party or are interested, 
at any General or Special Term, or at Chambers, 
nvhen official duties prevent his attending in per- 

on. The statute, as will be observed, 
imits the authority conferred to the ap- 
pointment of vounsel to appear at a 
term of court or at Chambers, and then only when 
the Attorney-General cannot be present in person. 
‘We find no other general statute conferring upon 
the Attorney-General authority to employ special 
counsel on behalf of the State. It seems to be 
te plain that the statutes referred to did not au- 
thorize the general retainer under which the peti- 
tioner in this case acted. The retainer was not 
confined to an peoearaee by the petitioner in 
court or at Chambers, nor was it made upon the 
special exigency contemplated by the statute. 

“Independently of the statute, there seems to 
tbe no authority vested in the Attorney-General to 
employ special counsel. In view of the statutes 
regulating the employment of counsel, such author- 
ity caunot be deemed to be vested in that officer 
as incident to his office. Provision is made for the 
Bppointment of deputies to assist the Attorney- 
General. This general provision and the statutes 
authorizing the Governor or the Attorne7-General 
in certain cases to appoint special counsel seem 
plainly to exclude the inference of an authority 
4n the Attorney-General to appoint special counsel 
outside of the statute. The services rendered by 
the petitioner‘were rendered in pursuance of a re- 
tainer by the Attorney-General much more com- 
prehensive than was authorized, and there would 
‘be much difficulty in justifying the allowance in 
‘this case on that ground alone. But we need not 
determine tbis question, for we prefer to place our 
decision on the broader cround that the allow- 
ances to the Attorney-General for services of spe- 
cial counsef employed by him to aid in the settle- 
ment and adjustment or the affairs of insolvent 
corporations in the hands of Receivers to be paid 
out of the fund are not authorized. 

' -“*The State under the general acts for the or- 
ganization of lifo insurance companies and similar 
corporations has voluntarily assumed the relation: 
of auasi-Trustee or guardian of the interests of the 
ipolicy-holders. It requires a deposit to be madein 
the Insurance Department for their security be- 
fore a company is permitted to commence busi- 
ness. The companies are subject to the visitation 
and supervision of designated State officers. Very 
many provisions will be found inthe statutes de- 
signed for the protection of policy-holders against 
fraud and mismanagement. Incase of insolvency 
itis made the duty of the Attorney-General to take 
proceedings for the appvintment of a Receiver of 
the insolvent corporation, and the fund and prop- 
erty are sequestrated and the court by its officers 
assumes the management and distribution of the 
assets in the interest of poliey-holders and creditors. 

“ By chapter 537 Laws of 1880 a still further step 
was taken by the State in the interest of those 
beneficially interested in the assets of insolvent 
corporations. By the fourth section of the act all 
motion papers and every proposed order or judg- 
ment for an allowance in any action in which a Re- 
ceiver of an insolvent corporation shall have been 
appointed are required to be served on the Attor- 
ney-General, and the section provides that ‘no or- 
der or judgment granted shall vary in any mate- 
rial respect from the relief specified in such cony, 
order, or judgment unless the Attorney-Genefal 
shall appear on the return day and have been 
beard in relation thereto.’ It cannot be doubted 
that tnis section is specially pointed at the 
abuses which have grown up in the administra- 
tion by Receivers of the assets of insolvent cor- 
porations. The statute requiring the service of 
papers relating to application for.allowances to be 
served on the Attorney-General, by necessary in- 
tendment imposes upon him the duty of resisting 

li efforts to deplete the fund by extravagant al- 
owances or improper charges. In the perforim- 
ance of this duty the Attorney-General represents 
the State. The duty imposed upon him by this 
statute is a most responsible one, and, if faithfully 
performed, no greater service can be rendered to 
the administration of justice by that high officer. 

“it was not, we think, contemplated, when the 
act of 1880 was passea, that the State should be in- 
demnified out of the assets of an insolvent corpora- 
tion for the services or expenses of its officers or 
Bgents rendered in carrying out the provisions of 
the act. The general policy of the State is to com- 
pensate its officers by fixed salaries, and when 
special counsel are authorized to be employed to 
assist the Attorney-General, the statute confer- 
ring the authority also provides the manner of as- 
sertaining the compensation and the mcde of pay- 
ment. The section of theRevised Statutes authorizing 
the Governor toemploy counsel(1 R. 8., 164, section 
15) also provides that the reasonable compensa- 

, tion of such counsel, to be certified by the Gover- 
por, shall be paid out of the treasury. The statute 
ot 1848, chapter 537, contains a similar provision for 
the compensation of counsel employed by the At- 
torney-General under that act. It is inconsistent 
with the duty imposed by the act of 1850, that the 
Attorney-General should be placed in the attitude 
of applying to the court for allowances to his own 
assistants. The State intervenes, as parens patrie, 
for the protection of the fund and those benefi- 
cially interested, and it is not consistent with its 
dignity, nor was it, we think, contemplated, that 
the value of the services of its agents, in the exe- 
cution of this voluntary trust, should be a charge 
apon the assets of the insolvent corporation. 

“ We are not insensible to the consideration that 
the act of 1880 imposes onerous duties upon the At- 
torney-General, and that adequate assistance may 
not have been provided to enable him to perform 
this additional labor. It would be greatly to be re- 
gretted if this decision should hamper the action 
of the Attorney-General under this salutary stat- 
ute. The Legislature, however, can afford such 
relief as may be necessary. But to permit the State 
to participate in the division of the assets of insol- 
vent corporations in the hands of a Receiver under 
acilaim for discretionary allowances, or to eharge 
the fund for services of special counsel of the State, 
js, we think, contrary to the principle and to the 

licy of our legislation. Tne order should be re- 

ersed and petition denied, but without costs.”

BULLISH MARKET AND LOW FREIGHTS. 
t All through the grain markets on the Prod- 
mee Exchange yesterday the temper of business 
"was speculative and decidedly “ bullish.” The West 
niso was ‘‘bullish’’ throughout the early part of the 
day, and the “shorts” were buying freely here, 
but the “.bulls’’ were crowding them as far as 
possible, availing themselves of the fact that the 
wveather news is for the moment in their favor.

THE ACTORS’ FUND. 


——— 
OF MANAGERS YESTERDAY—THE 
MONEY TO BE INVESTED. 

How to invest the money is a question that 
now commands the serious attention of the ener- 
getic managers who have received for the actors’ 
fund $386,582 80. A meeting was held at the Mor- 
ton House yesterday afternoon at which this and 
other questions were discussed. Manager William 
Henderson presided, and the following named 
managers were present: A. M. Palmer, Theodore 
Moss, Daniel Frohman, Edward Harrigan, Col. W. 
E. Sinn, J. F. Poole, Joseph Tooker, Harry Miner, 


and Augustus Pitou. Treasurer Palmer submitted 
a detailed financial statement showing that there 
had been received from al! sources $26,582 30 in 
cash, which he had deposited to the credit of the 
fund in the Bank of the Metropolis. Mr. James 
Gordon Bennett’s subscriptien of $10,000 has not 
yet been — in, but probably will be in the course 
of afew days. The bills against the fund for ad- 
vertising, cab hire, and. cablegram, amount to 
$284 19. After a desultory interchange of views re- 
garding the permanent imvestment of the fund, 
Messrs. Lester Wallack, A. M. Palmer, and Wil- 
liam Henderson were appointed acommittee to 
invest the money according to their best judgment. 
The Treasurer was instructed to extend relief at 
present only in cases of the actual disability of any 
persons entitled to the privileges of the fund. 

Manager Moss suggested that it would be a good 
idea to consolidate the actors’ fund with the old 
American dramatic fund. The latter now has 
about $53,000 in its treasury. Managers Palmer, 
Sinn, and Harrigan were appointed a committee to 
confer with representatives of the dramatic fund 
as to the feasibility of effécting a consolidation. 
The same committee were also instructed to report 
a plan of organization for the new fund. Manager 
Frohman and Manager Poole were added to the 
Committee on Organization. <A resolution was 
offered by Harry Miner, and passed unanimously, 
thanking the Superintendent, officers, and men of 
the New-York Police Department and the mem- 
bers of the Brooklyn Police and Fire Departments 
for their valuable assistance in selling tickets. The 
managers tarot themselves to assist the police- 
men with their own relief fund whenever occasion 
offered. The meeting adjourned subject to the 
call of the President. Mr. Palmer stated inci- 
dentally that he had received a letter from Edwin 
Booth, in which the latter said that what he had 
contributed was but an earnest of what he would 
do for the actors’ fund. Mr. Booth's subscription 
was $1,000. 


THE MEVHANIOS’ NATIONAL. 


MEETING 


ANOTHER EFFORT TO REVIVE NEWARK’S 
BROKEN BANK. 


In December last, about a month after the 
failure of the Mechanics’ National Bank ef New- 
ark, N. J., the Directors made a proposition to re- 
vive the bank and pay off the depositors. The Di- 
rectors agreed to subscribe sums aggregating 
$700,000 and pay off all depositors whose claims 


were under $200 in full; all other depositors, save 
corporations, 75 per cent., and corporations what 
was left, the latter being estimated at 55 or 60 per 
eent. This proposition, in order to be binding, 
was to be accepted m 60 days, the time 
being up Feb. 2 last. A majority of the de- 
positors accepted the proposition, but did not 
all do so until after the time for acceptance had ex- 
pired. It was generally understood that no ad- 
vantage would be taken of this, but that the Direc- 
tors would go on and revive the bank, but sub- 
sequently when a meeting of the Directors was held 
to perfect the arrangement Director Stephen H. 
Condict presented a letter withdrawing from the 
arrangement, and saying that as the offer was not 
accepted within the prescribed time he would 
not be bound by it, that it would be impos- 
sible for him to raise the sum of $250.- 
000, but that he would’ give $125,000 
or $150,000. Condict was arrested on a criminal 
suit and held to bail in the sum of $50,000. He was 
subsequently arrested in a civil suit brought by Re- 
ceiver Frelinghuysen and held to bail in the sum 
of $25,000. Recently attempts have been made to 
revive the bank again. Director Condict and his 
friends have been making earnest efforts to raise 
the $250,000 which he originally promised to sub- 
scribe, and at length he has been successful. William 
Clarke, the President of the Clarke Thread Com- 
pany, advanced him $125,000 secured by bond aud 
mortgage in Condict'’s real estate, the other 
$125,000 Condict borrows among friends and raises 
on stocks and bonds. It is understood that one of 
the leading national banks of Newerk advanced 
the largest portion of thissum. The Hon, George 
A. Halsey, one of the leading. Directors, when 
questioned about this story last evening, admitted 
that it was correct. and said that Mr. Condict has 
been arranging for this for weeks. He said it 1s 
expected that the settlement of the bank's affairs 
will be satisfactorily arranged and the agreement 
carried out asat first proposed. ‘ Ouridea is now,” 
he said, **to goon and carry out the original propo- 
sition.”” He said that no meeting of the board has 
been held yet, but that one will be held in a few days.

PROBABLE WIFE-MURDER.

DEATH OF MRS. ROSANNA STEWART FROM 
VIOLENCE—HER HUSBAND ARRESTED. 
Mrs. Rosanna Stewart died yesterday at the 
Presbyterian Hospital from injuries which, it is 
alleged, were inflicted by her husband, John, dur- 
ing a drunken fight on Wednesday, at their resi- 
dence, No. 433 East Seventy-first-street. The hus- 
band is a contractor for flagging and is in comfort- 


ble circumstances. They have been married 17 
years, and have three sons aged, respectively, 14, 
12, and 6 years. Stewart owns the house in 
which the family hive, and two _ other 
families have apartmenis there. He is ad- 
dicted to periodical drinking bouts, and 
when in liquor is quarrelsome and violent. The wife 
was not strictly temperate. Stewart came home 
at 2 o’clock en Wednesday drunk. At7o’elock in 
the evening, while her eldest son, John, was assist- 
ing Mrs. Stewart in carrying in kindling-wood, the 
husband began to quarrel with her and struck her 
a violent blow in the face, knocking her down. The 
son ran out of the house, and when he returned, an 
hour later, his father was gone and his mother was 
lying unconscious on the floor. He called his aunt, 
Mrs. Kate Kinahban, who lives in a shanty 
on  Sevyenty-second-street, near First-avenue, 
and she put her sister to bed and took the children 
home with her.

Thomas Dunkham’s Nephew & Co., of No. 68

The Transit went ashore near this port on 
her Jast homeward trip, but was successfully 
floated and placed on the dry-dock, where she was 
thoroughly repaired, and when she left Liverpool 
last September she was regarded as  deryeaiowd sea- 
worthy. She was valued at $22,500, but there was 
no insurance on her, The lost vessel was built at 
Bath, Me., in 1860. She had double decks, and 
measured 1,133tons. Her dimensions were: Length, 
172 feet; breadth of beam, 35 feet, and depth of 
hola, 23 feet. She had on board 989 tons of cargo, 
although she had a capacity for 1,600 tons. The

THE MINORITY RULES.

NO CHANGE TO BE MADE IN THE BY-LAWS 

OF THE BROOKLYN SUNDAY-SCHOOL AS8- 
SOCIATION. 

The lay and clerical members of the Sunday- 
school Association of the Eastern District of Brook- 
lyn met.last evening to decide the vexatious tech- 
nical question, whether the body shall hereafter 
proclaim itself to be an ‘ evangelical’ organiza- 
tion while retaining an unevangelical church in its 
ranks. The meeting was held in the First Re- 
formed Church, of which Dr. Porter was Pastor, 
corner of Bedford-avenue and Clymer-street. The 
building was filled, nearly 50 Sunday-schools 


being represented. The amendments suggest- 
ed as a solution of the difficulty were 
debated ina lively manner, and at some stages 
with acrimonious heat, and finally, by virtue of the 
two-thirds rule, the minority opposition to Dr. 
Gunnison, of the All Souls’ Church, was able to 
carry the day against astrong majority. A single 
“concession” was made in the adoption of an 
amendment removing a former restriction respeet- 
ing the constituency of the Board of Managers. 
The President of the association, George W. Lo- 
gan, presided last fevening, and the meeting 
opened with singing and prayer. The Rev. Henry 
A. Powell, as representative off the recent con- 
vention of Pastors and Sunday-schools, introduced 
and had read a memorial suggesting amendments 
to the constitution, which would remove the 
cause of difference. The memorial provided for 
the elimination of the words “‘instructors of 
every evangelical faith’ inthe enacting clause of 
the constitution which specifies the membership of 
the association. It substituted therefor the words, 
“workers in the Sabbath-schools of the 
Eastern District.”” This change removed all 
technical points. and made a broad provision 
that the objects of the association were to ‘* unite 
the sympathies, counsels, and labors of workers in 
the Sabbath-schools of the Eastern District.” The 
further recommendation was made that in the 
clause describing the constituency of the Board of 
Managers there be eliminated the words *mem- 
bers of evangelical Christian churches,’ and the 
clause changed to read that “the Board 
of Managers shall be members of churches 
whose schools are in connection with 
this association.’”? The memorial further recom- 
mended the discontinuance of the Normal Class of 
instruction as heretofore conducted under the 
auspices of the association as an integral part 
thereof. Dr. Powell delivered a strong plea in 
favor of the adoption of the suggestions of the 
memorial as being a perfectly just and honorable 
solution of the controversy. The amendment per- 
mitted All Souls’ Church to remain in the associa- 
tion as the peer of the other schools, and removed 
any grounds for dissatisfaetion or charges of incon- 
sistency. In short, it solved the trouble. 

Dr. Wells, of the Third-Street Presbyterian 
Church, epposed any change of the enacting clause, 
because, he insisted, it opened the doors wide to 
membership on the part of all Sunday-schools, 
whether their teachings or faith were Christian or 
not. If adoptea it would divide the association. 

Dr. Porter followed and spoke in warm indorse- 
ment of the harmonious action of the Church 
which was assailed by the present constitution. 
The time was coming, he thought, when there 
would be agrand Churchin which all denomina- 
tions would unite on a single principle of religion 
mer after Christ’s own teaching, pure and 
simple. 

Dr. Rhodes next indulged in an acrimonious ar- 
raignment of Dr. Gunnison’s theolegy, and inti- 
mated that ittaught ‘“‘an accursed doctrine.” He 
insisted that “an important principle’? was in- 
volved, but the difficulty was that it was not un- 
derstood by the community. He declared that he 
would withdraw from the body if the amendment 
was adopted and the word “evangelical” ex- 
punged. Dr. Eddy followed in a_ similar but 
far less violent manner than Dr. Rhodes, 
whose sentiments seemingly were not gen- 
eraliv favored by the _ audience. The Rev. 
Dr. W. F. Crafts spoke effectively for the amend- 
ment, and then seven tellers were appointed and 
a ballot taken. The result Wasannounced as being 
869 for and 244 against abandoning the term evan- 
gelical, which fell only 40 short of the required 
two-thirds vote necessary to carry the amendment. 
The announcement created intense excitement, 
and it was openly denounced as “ disgraceful” that 
@ minority could defeat the will of so large a ma- 
— The second amendment, referring to the 

3oard of Managers, was adopted unanimously, and 
the meeting adjourned. 
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SCOVILLE ON GUITEAU. 
caianieiiiiclietos 
A LECTURE TO A SMALL AUDIENCE IN JER- 
SEY CITY. 

A figure stood out dimly on the stage of the 
Academy of Music in Jersey City lastevening. It 
was that of George Scoville, the brother-in-law of 
Guiteau, who defended the assassin while on trial 
for the murder of President Gartield. There were 
but 43 persons in the house, including two ushers 
and seven reporters. The small attendance de- 
terred the manager of the Academy from turning 
on the full head of gas, and all during 
the evening the house remained in semi- 


darkness. Only the side jets were lighted 
and these were kept turned down nearly 
as low as they could be without going out entirely. 
Mr. Seoville was announced to speak on the sub- 
ject of ‘“‘Guiteauism.” He ome deliberately and 
clearly, and succeeded in making his lecture inter- 
esting. He began with the remark that he at- 
tributed the small audience to the desire of the 
American people to lay aside the subject until it 
had been disposed of—meaning until Guiteau had 
been hanged. This ought nottobe. If an insane 
man had been sentenced to be hanged, he said, it 
should be known before it was too late. The per- 
son who shot Percival, the Prime Minister 
of England, was insane, and his hang- 
ing was a bDbiot on English jurisprudence. 
Before July 2 last Guiteau was regarded as kind, 
gentle, reticent, and religious. His range of 
thought was limited. From the age of 18, when 
his mind was first directed to religion, he had been 
intensely religious in a certain way. The Bible 
could not teach him, however. He marked out 
his own religious course, and adhered to it with all 
the tenacity of a pagan worshiping his idol. By 
the term ‘*Guiteauism”’ Mr. Scoville did not mean 
simply an assassin, such as the bandit Jesse James, 
nor such a man as shot Jesse James, because Gui- 
teau could not have been hired to commit a crime, 
much less such a deed as he did perform in shoot- 
ing the President. Guiteauism meant, first, the 
opinion of an insane man, and, second, the opinion 
of asane people. Mr. Scoville compared Guiteau 
to Charlotte Corday. Both were impelled to their 
acts by motives that seemed to each to be proper. 
Guiteau feared the disruption of the Republican 
Party, the succession of the Democratic Party, and 
acivil war. Theidea cameto him that he must 
kill the President and he could not drive it away. 
Mr. Scoville taid Guiteau’s crime at the door of the 
political parties. For eight years there had been 
no issue between them—it was a fight for office. 
After speaking of the burden of taxes which the 

oor bore, Mr. Scoville said the greit question of 
abor and capital was coming up soon. Laboronly 
needed leaders and it would sweep the country at 
the ballot-box. While Mr. Scoville would not say 
that the action of Congress on the Chinese ques- 
tion was incorrect, he would say that the Repre- 
sentatives calculated the political effect on the 
Pacific slope before casting their votes on it. Conk- 
ling never performed a great service for the people 
as he might have, but devoted his energies to his 
political party work. Never were the people so 
poorly represented in national and State councils 
as now. Pope Bob (meaning Ingersoll] came to 
New-York to preach a sermon while Beecher and 
Talmage went to Washington to talk politics. Mr. 
Scoville would sooner hear the real needs of the 
country intelligently discussed than to listen to 
either of the three men.

PRESIDENT ANDREW BLEAKLEY WANTS A 
VINDICATION, 


There was alarge attendance at the meet- 
ing of the Twelfth Ward Republican Association 
last evening at Arnold’s Hall, One Hundred and 
Tenth-street.

The resignation of Mr. James P. Cum- 
mings as a delegate to the Central Commit- 
tee was accepted, and a_ primary election 
to fillthe vacancy was ordered to be held on the 
evening of the 27th inst.
